HIOGO AND OSAKA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


JANvARY 7, 1869. 


Mr. Lowder, who has been in charge of the Consulate at Osaka, 
leaves here for Yokohama, to-morrow, en route for the new port of 
Nee-e-gata, which is to be opened by him. Mr. Robertson, who 
hasbeen in charge at Hiogo, remains here; and Mr. Gower, just 
arrived from England, takes charge at Osaka. 

Hiogo is making rapid progress, and is a very convenient ship- 
ping port. The foreign concession of land has already a fine bund 
of 120 feet, and houses are springing up; the spot is not the 
best, the water running very shallow, an piers must be run out 
for landing purposes. The Europeans are now quartered in native 
houses, rented from Japanese, along a sandy beach; and the pic- 
ture is a striking example of the pursuit of business under diffi- 
culties, and the energy and enterprise of Europeans and Americans. 
The number of foreigners now here is about two hundred. The 
Consuls are—British, Mr. Robertson ; French, M. Viault ; Ameri- 
can, Colonel Stewart; Prussian, Mr, Evers (of Kniffler and Co.) ; 
Dutch, Mr. Bauduin (of the Dutch Trading Company); Danish, 
Mr. Polano (of Adrian and Co.). 

The distance from the anchorage at Hiogo to the Bar at Osaka‘is 
twelve miles. On the Bar there is only three feet of water, up to 
seven in high spring tides, and with a strong wind is impassable, So 
long as this difficulty remains Osaka cannot advance. The Ja- 
poner Government intend to deepen the bar and construct a 

asin for shipping, but the process, even when commenced, will 
be long, and the expense very large. No reliance is felt in its 
early completion, and merchants are consequently building here 
with confidence. There are some, of course, who believe that the 
outlay made in Hiogo will be lost, and that Osaka must ultimately 
be the place. Many firms are building on the concession sold 
lately at Osaka, and some are building at both. The position is 
very perplexing, but until the bar difficulty can be got over, it is 
well that Hiogo was granted. The returns for the first year’s 
trade must be considered satisfactory, bein 4,600,000 dols. im- 
rts, and 1,500,000 dols. exports. At all other ports the exports 

y far exceed the imports. 

Osaka is by no means equal to Yedo in extent or population, 
but still it is the centre of an immense trade, and must have a 
great future for foreigners. The best thing the Japanese can do 
at present is to assist the laying of a line of railway from Hiogo 
to Osaka, a distance of about twenty-two miles. They havea 
ordered from England telegraphic instruments, and the poles will 
be erected shortly. This is very necessary, for it now occurs that 
a steamer arrives at, and leaves Hiogo, before it is known in Osaka, 
as in the case of the Vew York, from Yokohama for Shanghai, a 
few days since. 

The want of regular communication with England is much felt. 
The Azo/, P. and 0. Co.’s steamer, now here as a spare steamer, runs 
between this and Yokohama when nothing more profitable turns 
up. , The P.and 0. Co. should obtain a holdon the traffic between 
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Yokohama, Hiogo, Nagasaki, and inland sea places, before it is com- 
pletely monopolised by others. By running regularly they would 
secure it, and a company like this can afford to inaugurate 
@ service in connection with the mails from Kurope. Experience, 
also, has demonstrated that Japan cannot have her mail service 
through Shanghai; it must be direct to and from Hong Kong. 
The French Company has adopted this plan, ’and the P. and 0. 
Co. will do well not to be behind them. 


The Custom houses here are in good working order, and the 
bonded warehouses of great service, as they are good detached 
buildings, while the most of the godowns occupied by foreigners 
are contiguous to Japanese houses, and are not insurable in Eng- 
lish offices. When the buildings on the foreign concession are 
finished all this will be altered. 

It isa matter of surprise that we have not yet a vessel loading 
in London direct for Hiogo; all the large amount of imports to 
the present are from Yokohama and Shanghai. Surely the next 
number of the London and China Express will show a vessel load- 
ing direct for Hiogo and Osaka. The venture will be a good one. 

The steamers now employed between here, Inland Sea, Yedo, and 

laces along the coast, up to Hakodadi, are P. and O. Azof, Mars, 
Tnited Service, Naruto, Sunrise, Staunch, Fusiyama (Captain 
Dundas), Viborg, Osaka, Nymph, Yangtze, Courier, Vulcan, Al- 
bion, Argus, Adeline, Hermann, Taping-nyo, Mona, Bahama, 
Orissa, and Fee-loong. The Kebendalem, a small steamer, built 
in Java, is here for sale. Of course the whole of these steamers 
are for sale, but at present the Japanese are not buying, except 
on Jong credit, which owners are not disposed to submit to, expe- 
Yience having shown this to be very unsafe. The Helen Black, a 
barque of about 400 tons, is reported as‘sold lately. There is plenty 
of employment in carrying troops, and some steamers are doing 
remarkably well. 

The foreign concession at Osaka is a very nice site, with the 
river on two sides. Several buildings are in progress, and in a 
few months will be occupied ; meantime, foreigners are living in 
native houses, including the English and other Consuls. The 
land sale consisted of twenty-six lots, of which thirteen were pur- 
chased by English and thirteen by other nationalities. There is 
hesitation on the part of some of the buyers to build, as it is 
still a moot question how far the place will hold its own against 
the superior facilities of Hiogo. . 

At Hiogo or Kobe, as the Japanese call the site selected for 
foreigners, lots sold were 37,11 by British, and 26 by other na- 
tionalities, the price realised being 165,057 bous., of which 52,931 
was placed to create a municipal fund, and 112,065 went to the 
Japanese Government. This appropriation for municipal purposes 
is a wise step, and will probably avert the incessant quarrelling 
and grumbling found at Yokohama. A council has been formed 
of the foreign Consuls and merchants, and two or three Japanese 
officials. The members of this council give their attention to the 
laying-out of the streets, lighting, and draining, in conjunction 
with Mr. J. W. Hart, civil engineer, who has been appointed to 
that post by the council. The total number of lots set apart is 
about eighty, and another sale will shortly be held. Great com- 
plaints are made that the Ministers and Consuls did not take suffi- 
cient pains in seeing that foreigners were provided with native 
houses on arrival at reasonable rates, the prices paid being six and 
even ten times that current among Japanese. The site at the 
other end, which has deeper water, could have heen secured with 
a little trouble on the part of the Ministers. Theyzaccepted too 
easily what the Japanese off. red. ; 

In addition to a Municipal Council Hiogo has also a Chamber of 
Commerce, which proposes a mouthly price current. Two news- 
papers also flourish in thisrising place ; the Hiogo Herald started 
first, and was soon} followed by a rival, the Hiogo News. A 
race committee has also been formed, and the first meet came off 
in Christmas week. A corps dramatique is also in progress. What- 
ever Osaka may be, the merchants of Hiogo are determined to 
have the start, and there is little doubt but that they are right. 
Hiogo has all the advantage of a good harbour, vessels anchoring 
close in to the beach, near Stretham, and close to the godowns and 
dwellings. Many residents are even building on the beach in the 
native quarter, now in their temporary occupation, which is con- 
tiguous to the foreign concession, divided only by a creek, Of 
course every one cannot have water frontage on the concession, 
and another advantage is that the water is deeperand the landing 
more protected. There is one important disadvantage on the na- 
tive site that the houses must adjoin those occupied by the natives, 
and this will prevent insurance against that dreaded and destruc- 
tive element fire. 

The Japanese talk of building docks and a navy yard. Several 
of their purchases of steamers are here, including the Scotland and 
Keangsoo. 

Communication with Osaka is kept up by a small paddle steamer 
which came from Shanghai, called the Ohen Maru, belonging to 
Case and Uo., storekeepers, and a screw launch, the Gazelle, owned 
by Messrs. Glover and Co., which cross the Bar, except when blow- 
ing from the west, when a heavy sea runs. The distance to the 
Bar from Hiogo is about twelve miles ; the Bar is only ahout 400 

ards, and on the other side the river is quiet, and a landing may 
be effected at any point on the banks for about three miles into the 
city of Osaka. 

The land journey is about twenty-two miles, and Japanese mes- 
sengers run the distance in four hours, ‘The road is ale passable 
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for ponies, including three ferries, and is often done by foreigners 
in three to four hours, through a pretty country and splendid 
mountain scenery, at this time of the year covered with snow. 

The mint purchased from Hong Kong for 70.000 dols. is in 
course of erection under the superintendence of Mr. Waters, en- 
gineer, but it will not be completed fora year. 

The Japanese Government promise to make a good sixty-feet 
road for carriages. Taking the general run of the Japanese and 
the country it is much safer tor travel than China, and the feel— 
ing towards foreigners beyond comparison better. One can walk 
orride without molestation—indeed, smiles and politeness are met. 
through all the cities and villages, which is an immense comfort 
to one who knows China. he readiness to adopt European 
clothing—boots, hats, b'ankets, watches, and such like articles—is 
in striking contrast to the Chinese. There must have been a large 
number of watches sold ia Japan, for most of the well-to-do men 
have them. 


YEDO. 


THE MINISTERS VISIT TO THE MIKADO. 

On the 5th January the whole of the foreign Ministers had an 
audience of his Majesty the Mikadoin Yelo. They presented them- 
selves in succession during the day. Sir Harry Parkes, to whom 
the choice had been specially offered, electing to take his audience 
last. It does not appear whether, in electing to be last—for 
all the other representatives of foreign Powers were admitted 
before him—Sir Harry wished to challenge comparison of pomp 
and circumstance, or whether, with diplomatic guile, he wished 
to effect a final vibration of the Imperial tympanum; but in 
both directions he was probably completely successful. The 

rocession was formed at the British Legation about noon. 

wo companies of Marine Artillery and Marines from H.MLS. 
Ocean constituted the advance and rear guards, and the 
Legation Mounted Escort rode immediately in front of Sir 
Harry, whose suite comprised Captain Stanhope, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Norman, C.B., Messrs. Adams, Mitford, Satow, Consuls 
Fletcher, Gower, Willis, and about twelve officers of the navy and 
army, while in the extreme front and rear of the procession 
marched about 200 native troops. Considerable numbers of people 
were assembled to view the “ turn-out,” but the line of march was 
admirably preserved from all intrusion, and at the entrances of 
the bye-streets ropes were stretched and guards stationed. A 
correspondent thus describes the visit :—“ ‘The distance from the 
Legation to the palace (about 3} miles) was traversed at a foot 
pace under a steady fall of sleet and snow, but parade being 
impervious to prudence, nobody made use of the cloak his 
betto carried beside him, so that we arrived at the palace 
in a state of utter congelation. There, passing within 
the massive walls, we found ourselves at last among those 
sacred precincts so long barred against all foreign contami- 
nation. From the outer gate to the inner keep, where the 
Mikado now resides, one traverses fully half a mile of devious 
road, threading its way through long lines of huge barracks and 
Yashikis. If these buildings were ever proportionate to the troops 
they contained, their extent and dimensions bear infallible evi- 
dence of the might of a Prince who could thus pour forth no mean 
army from the walls of his palace. Now, however, there is no ap- 
pearance of life, and through ranges of sombre edifices a universal 
silence and desvlation prevails. 

“ Arriving at the drawbridge and moat of the inner donjon some 
symptoms of ceremony presented themselves in the form of mauve 
coloured banners, bearing the Mikado’s crest, and festooned over 
the gates and arches. Here all the Japanese officers were obliged 
to dismount and proceed on foot, but we riding about fifty yards 
further reached the steps of the Royal residence itself. Ascending 
these, we found ourselves in a handsome vestibule or waiting- 
room, whose walls were lined with beautifully-painted screens, 
and where—most welcome sight—was placed a long table with 
chairs and innumerable habashis to thaw our frozen limbs. Here 
we were supplied with tea, cakes, and tobacco...... Passing 
by suites of apartments, looking beautifully fresh and clean, but 
so far as variety of furniture is concerned, differing nothing from 
the rooms of a good tea-house, we entered a spacious hall, in the 
centre of which on a raised platform stood the throne. Certainly 
if sombre stillness and ghastly rigour be the distinctive circum- 
stances of dignity, then, indeed, dignity was here personified. 
On first entering, the throne became, of course, an object of 
universal scrutiny ; but, in a moment, one was astonished to find 
that his min:i, excluding all other ideas, had become imbued with 
this one morbid question, ‘Is it a man or a mummy that sits under 
that canopy swathed in masses of crape and silk ; whose stiff folds 
and angles refuse to acknowledge the most shadowy presence of 
animation?’ . . Certainly it was not without considerable 
scrutiny and no small disappointment that we at length disen- 
tangled from among dress and duskiness the features of a worn- 
out, languid-looking boy, to whom life had apparently already told 
its secrets and their sequels, and in whose face, whether from train- 
ing or indifference, no symptom of interest or vitality presented 
itself from first to last. On either side of the throne stood a line 
of Princes and Aagés, who also carried out the principle of stolid 
immobility even as far as the long wings of their head-dresses. — 

“Sir Harry having presented himself, did the like for Captain 
Stanhope, R.N., and Colonel Norman, C.B., introducing all the 
remainder collectively. Then the chief interpreter, who stood 
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beside the Throne, read from a paper the Mikado’s specch, a few 
words, inquiring for Queen Victoria’s health, expressing satisfac- 
tion at the friendly intercourse existing, and hoping that it might 
always continue undisturbed. Sir Harry, in reply, spoke briefly 
and pertinently. He thanked the Mikado in the Queen’s name 
for his gracious expressions, expressed Her Majesty’s wishes for 
the maintenance of friendly relations with Japan, congratulated 
the Mikado on his arrival in the Kastern capital of his Empire, 
and hoped that the return of peace would tend to the development 
of commerce, to the mutual benefit of England and Japan. 

“ After this we bowed ourselves out, were again served with tea 
and cakes, and finally started for the palace of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, where a succession of dinners in Japanese and 
English style occupied our attention till five o’clock in the evening.” 





YOKOHAMA. 

The English mail of November 6 arrived out on the 30th Dec., 
simultaneously with the Pacific mail steamer, bringing telegraphic 
news from Europe (via New York and San Francisco) to December 
3. The present homeward English and French mails left on the 
13th Jan. The Japan Times’ summary of news is as follows :— 

The event of the fortnight has been, of course, the opening of 
Yedo and the reception by his Majesty the Mikado of the whole 
of the foreign Ministers and their suites. The immense political 
and social significance cf this move cannot be underrated. Above 
all, should it be fairly recognised as a pledge given by the party of 

rogress to foreigners, of the sincerity of their professions of 
Piendship and anxiety to assimilate the system of Government of 
Japan to that prevailing in the best governed countries of the 
Civilised world. It is impossible, after so complete a concession, 
to doubt their wish to adopt a constitutional basis for their fu- 
ture work, and that this appearance of the Mikado in public 
will shortly be followed by the assembly of Representative 
Chambers may be considered as almost certain. But we 
must be careful not to attempt interference; we must be 
patient, and allow the able statesmen who have done so much to 
take their own time for doing more ; it is certain that they have 
had great difficulty in inaugurating these reforms, and have over- 
come the strongest possible opposition to their introduction. We 
cannot tell what pledges they may have given to the Conservative 
party, and any pressure from without to obtain still greater ad- 
vantages may very likely cause a reaction. We have now sufficient 
ports open to carry on our trade—many think more than sufficient 
—the opening up of the interior we must wait for, until our ally 
becomes convinced that it would be an advantage for him as well 
as for ourselves. For the immediate present we cannot expect 
trade to be anything but dull; no country can immediately re- 
cover from the effects of civil war. We have every reason, on the 
other hand, to be satisfied that we have done so well as we have ; 
we have had no reason to complain of the export trade. 

Of course the opening of Yedo, occurring as it did on a general 
holiday, was signalised by a rush thither of a number of pleasure- 
seekers, and more than one disturbance, reflecting great discredit 
on the actors in them, disgraced the occasion. 

We give elsewhere a description of the reception of the British 
Minister by the Mikado, written by an eye-witness of the scene, 
which is well worth reading. Yedo generally is reported quiet, 
the influx of the people and the departure of the soldiery still 
continuing, as described in our last. Nothing of importance has 
been heard from the North; operations against Enomoto can, 
indeed, hardly be commenced in this season, and meanwhile, nego- 
tiations, which are always preliminary in Japan to any fighting, 
are going on briskly. Nee-e-gata was proclaimed open on January 
Ast, and Mr. Lowder has arrived from Hiogo to take up the con- 
sulate duty there. But he [is likely to have little to do for the 
uext three or four months, except studying the people and their 
dialect. It is said that in February about six feet is the average 
depth of the snow there, and as ships cannot anchor with safety 
in the roadstead at this season, there is not much immediate pro- 
spect of trade. 


NAGASAKI. 

In Nagasaki the Chinese question is again being discussed, the 
occurrence of a murder into which no one jagticet furnishing{the 
text. The right of Chinese to live in Japan is not recognised by 
the Government, who refuse to control or deal with them. Foreign 
Consuls of course ignore responsibility, and the consequence is 
that the Chinese live uncontrolled. It is suggested that the 
Foreign Consuls as a body should arrogate the right to deal with 
Chinese culprits. Complaints are made of a number of counterfeit 
dollars being in circulation in Nagasaki, probably a Chinese im- 
portation. ; 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) \ 
Nagasak1, Jan. 13, 

The London mail of 20th Nov. and the French mail of the 18th 
arrived here together ia Messrs. Adrian’s steamer Orissa on the 
11th, with telegrams to the 7th Dec. The American mail, which 
arrived here on the 5th inst., brought London telegrams to the 
nd Dec., and announced the resignation of the Tory Ministry. 
The return American steamer en route for Yokohama and San 
Francisco is expected here on the 21st. 

« Although there has been an exodus from this place to Osaka 
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of both Foreign and Japanese merchants, [ think Nagasaki wil! 
always be the centre of a fair trade. As a harbour it is not 
equalled in Japan, and the transactions in respect to the sale of 
steamers are still more active here. The Varuto, late Coromandel, 
has just come up from Osaka, and it is expected her sale and 
transfer will be accomplished in a few days, and in that caso Cap- 
tain Stevens proceeds to England to bring out another steamer. 
The Columbine and Nymph are in the market hore, and are well 
fitted for the Japanese ; negotiations are going on for their sale. 
Two gunboats from England for the Japanese are expected soon, 
- poor corvette building at Aberdeen through Messrs. Glover 
and Co. 

The Chinese population is increasing fast, and there are in the 
foreign ite about 300, and outside over 30.). ree Chinese 
compete with the Europeans in everything as storekeepers, ship- 
chandlers, and even sa abipaients to England. They pabede a 
and ship to China most of the tea yield. 

The general condition of the settlement is far superior to Yoko- 
hama. The streets are much wider, paved with stone footways, 
rendering them dry at all times, and, the greatest of all comforts, 
the streets are lighted, the lampposts being on the English model. 

The keeping of the settlement is at the expense of the Japanese, 
in consideration of the ground rent paid by foreigners. ‘The fo- 
reigners have a municipal council, but the office is performed, 
except for any extraordinary cases, by Mr. Van der Pole, appointed 
by the council, at a salary, to vive his daily attention to the wants 
of the place, and stir up the Japanese as required. 

At last Desima, that old prison of the Dutch, is to be admitted 
to the privileges of the settlement by being coanected with 
bridges, to be completed in two months. Desima, on which most 
of the Dutch firms are located, will be then but a few minutes’ 
walk ; at present it can only be reached by boats, or by a very cir- 
cuitous route. 

Foreigners have not experienced any difference in the new 
Southern Government ; the administration of the Custom-house, 
&c., proceeds quietly under the new Governor. The fortifications, 
&c., were all handed quietly over by the Shiogoon’s Government 
to that of the Mikado. Prince Satsuma, who is now at the zenith 
of his power, has been chiefly at Yedo. His troops who took 

in the late struggles are now returning home to Kagosima, 
the stronghold of Satsuma. Foreign steamers have been busily 
engaged in their conveyance at good paying rates. The stoppage 
of the P. and O. Company’s service to this place threw out the re- 
gular communication with England ; chance steamers now have 
to be used to meet the mail at Shanghai or Hong Kong. At pre- 
sent the steamers of Messrs. Adrian and Oo. fill up the want, but 
of course they are liable, like all private lines, to be interrupted 
for more profitable charters, &c. Messrs, Adrian’s line consists of 
five very nice steamers—the Fee-loong, Bahama, Osaka, Orissa, and 
Mona—running between Hiogo, Nagasaki, and Shanghai. 

Fire insurance premiums are a great trouble here, as at Yoko- 
hama. First class stone godowns with iron cased doors and win- 
dows and detached are charged at two per ceut., whilst in China 
the same rates are 1 or 1} per cent. Here in the foreign settle- 
ment, so completely detached from the native town, a better risk 
could not be. The result is that the merchants prefer being 
their own insurers. Perhaps, the Japanese Government here will, 
(as in Yokohama), insure policies on their own bonded warehouses 
at half the rates. 

The appointment of Messrs. Walsh and Co. as agents for the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, and of Messrs. Adrian and Co. tor the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, has relieved the mercantile community 
of the difficulty of remitting for goods sold, &c. The powers 
conferred, however, are still too small, and the banks should give 
greater facilities for buying and seliing exchange. Old residents 
in Shanghai will remember when Mr. (3. F. Hubertson represented 
the Oriental Bank, and did a fine stroke of business for them. 
The depreciation in the value of bous is going on here as in Yoko- 
hama, the current rate being 333; this is owing chiefly to the 
inferior quality of the coin issued of late not being worth intrin- 
sically so much as the old ones ; they can be no longer be treated 
as a silver remittance to China. 

The insufficiency of the foundations for houses built in the early 
days is now being severely felt. Messrs. Alt and Co. have found it 
necessary to rebuild, and have now the finest house on the bund, 
and the Prussian is hoisted in the front ; Mr. Lindau, one of the 
partners, being the Consul. Messrs. Maltby aud Co. and others are 
also rebuilding. ‘The bund and sea-wall are still in good order, 
as also the landing-places. 

The pretty little English church, designed and completed 
under the management of Mr. H. M. Wright, one of the 
early settlers, is in want of a pastor; it appears that the 
community is too small to contribute a sum sufficient for a 
chaplain, even when supplemented by the usual Foreign-office 
allowance, and the result is that it is shut up. To prevent 
its entirely falling into disuse, and English people entirely forget- 
ting their religion and service, the Consul officiates occasionally ; 
but the want of regularity has had a sad effect on the English, for 
last Sunday the response to Mr. Flowers’ service was four attend- 
ants out of the whole community! This is certuiniy a very dis- 
creditable state of things. English people, asa rule, generally 
have more respect for the Sabbath than this, and Nagasaki must 
enjoy thecharacter of the most irreligious community in the Far East. 
It is said that arrangements are in progress for a missionary from 
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China to come and settle here, and take charge of the church, when 
jt is to be hoped, for the credit of English institutions, that the com- 
munity will mend their ways, and show a proper appreciation of 
things spiritual. Their own charming little cemetery must re- 
mind them that it is well not to fix all their thoughts on invoices, 
eurrent sales, and dollar making. The cemetery is a credit to the 
place and Mr. Flowers, the Consul, who has charge of it, and is a 
leasing contrast to the wild, uncared-for condition of the one in 
okohama. It is to be compared to our well kept places at home. 
Stone being ciieap here, even the graves of sailors are well covered 
with a tombstone and inscription, and some graves eight years 
old are in excellent preservation, which must be a great satisfac- 
tion for the friends in England. One example is that of George 
Henry Woodfall, who died in 1861, and the stone looks almost new. 
The large influx of Chinese is causing some annoyance in Na- 
ki, as the Japanese here have no system of registration, and 
practically they are under no control, and many acts of violence 
pass unpunished. At present, by non-reyistration they also 
escape a proper share of the expenses of the settlement, which is 
certainly a mistake. The foreign Consuls should put this matter 
in a proper light to the Japanese Government. 

The Nagasaki community is not behind in amusements. The 
club, with its reading-rooms, billiard-rooms, bowling alleys and 
racket court, is well maintained. Amateur theatricals and Ger- 
man concerts also form part of the engagements. 

The best picnics in the Far East are also given at Nagasaki ; 
the last one extending over a few days and winding up with a 
ball and supper, costing no less than 1,600 dols., or nearly £400! 
This must rather astonish quiet English people at home. 

The Dutch sloop of war Marnizr, Captain Tantenhooft, has 
just arrived from Holland via the Cape, &c., to relieve the Curacoa, 
which vessel leaves for Java and home in a few days. 

The American store and hospital ship Jdaho, Captain Hooker, 
3,000 tons and 320 feet long, which has been anchored here for 
nine months, is not likely to be removed; she has magnificent 
accommodation for the purpose, but to keep ‘up a vessel of 3,000 
tons on almost sea-going expenses must be paying an enormous 
price for the small American fleet in these waters. The Jdaho was 
origina'ly built as‘a steam frigate, to attain an enormous ee by 
Paul S. Forbes, Esq., well-known in the China trade, but her 
engines were a failure, and they were removed. As a sailing vessel 
she attains sixteen knots. A naval hospital at Yokohama is talked 
of now. 

The Foreign Consuls here consist of Marcus Flowers, British ; 
Mr. Mangum, American ; M. Dury, French ; M. Adrian, Danish and 
Belgian ; Mr. Tombrink, Dutch and Swiss ; Mr. Schottler (acting 
for Mr. Lindau), Prussian ; Mr. Loureiro, Portuguese. 

Another instance of the care taken of shipwrecked crews by the 
Japanese has just occurred with the North German barque Cornelia, 
Capt. Bundsguard, from Hong Kong to Yokohama, which struck 
on a rock near Yakuno. After a stay of fourteen days they were 
sent in a junk to Kagosima; there the officers of Prince Satsuma 
treated them hospitably, sent them over to Nagasaki in a steamer, 
and refused any recompense. 

The Japanese steam factory at Akanora, across the harbour, 
erected by the Dutch for repairs, d&c., to machinery, has lost its 
utility to a great extent since the discharge of the European en- 
gineers, &c. As in the case of steamers eshcpyahs by the Japanese 
the engines and boilers are soon ruined by the native engineers. 

The weather just now is very charming ; light occasional frosts, 
But in the day the temperature is sixty to seventy. The Bunga- 
lows on the hill have beautiful gardens, with a large variety of 
native and English flowers. They are laid out with as good taste 
as at home, and many in far better. The married residents 
mostly live at these bungalows, but the community has suffered a 
great loss in the departure of Mrs. Alt for Osaka, and Mrs. Alex. 
Glover for England. 

Mr. Beveridge, the military instructor engaged by the Prince 
of Tsikuzen, has a large parade ground set apart for evolutions, 
and is making satisfactory progress. Mr. Grinnell, the American 
officer who was engaged to superintend the navy, has given up 
the appointment and gone home, after a very brief career. The 
Japanese are very volatile in these engagements, and spend money 
quite unprofitably. To a great extent it arises from too many 
foreign advisers. 

Great inconvenience is experienced here by consignees of goods 
shipped ria Yokohama ; the want of proper facilities for discharg- 








ing there generally entails a delay of five to six weeks, whilst the | J 


passage across is often twenty days. The Contest, just arrived from 
London‘and Yokohama, took this time. All shipments for Nagasaki 
should be to Shanghai for transshipment. The freight across is 
4 to 5 dols. 

The steam cotton-spinning mills erected for the Prince of Sat- 
suma, at Kagosima, under the superintendence of Mr. Edward 
Holme, for some years engaged in mills near Manchester, are now 
running entirely under Japanese in a very satisfactory manner. 
There are 100 looms and 3,648 spindles. The texture of cloth 
made is simply to suit the native taste. There are about 220 
hands employed; the men show great aptitude, especially in 
“ piecing,” at which they are remarkably expert. 

The patent slip, which has been in construction here, is in a splen- 
did natural position, well protected between two hills and stone 
facings. The engine, it is expected, will be ready for a trial next 
week, The rail is nearly complete, and one or two vessels are 
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waiting to go on. The slip will be equal to raising a vessel of 
1,500 tons, having about 500 feet of rails. The material was made 
and chy dee by Messrs. Hall, Russell and Co., Aberdeen, and the 
works have here been erected under the superintendence of an en- 
gineer sent out by them. The slip was projected by Messrs. Glover 
and Co., of Nagasaki, and will be a great convenience as well as 
pene At present vessels have to proceed to Shanghai to be 
ocked. 

Japanese coal is now brought here from the mines, and sold at 
5 dols. to 6 dols. per ton ; it is a first-rate cheerful house coal, but 
dirty. For steaming purposes it is quite equal to Newcastle coal, 
but not up to Welsh. European appliances are now being used in 
the coal mines at Takasima, as the mine has been leased to Messrs 
Glover and Co., and when the steam pumps are erected it is ex- 
pea that the yield will be equal to from seventy to eighty tons 
per day. 

The Governor and other officials are very obliging in their re- 
lations with foreigners. The ground rents paid here by foreigners, 
out of which the expense of keeping the settlement is defrayed.

HAKODADI. 

The Shanghai papers give the following items of news from 
Hakodadi :— 

On the 6th a battle was fought at Ono, twelve miles distant, 
between 600 Southerners and 900 Northerners, resulting in the 
total route of the Southern forces, who fled to Hakodadi in great 
confusion. 

On the evening of the 8th all Southern troops were embarked 
on board the Kanga no Kami and Taipanyo, and, together with 
all Government officials here, left for Awocori Bay, and landing 
there, reached twenty-five miles to the interior of Chugaro terri- 
tory, where they still remain very much scared. On the morning 
of the 9th the Northern or Tokugawa troops, together with the 
fleet, took quiet possession of Hakodadi, and after organising a 
temporary Government, lef: in force for Matsmai, landed on F 
Sima, and engaged the Matsmai troops. Yesterday a report 
reached us from there that Matsmai had been burnt (the city), 
the troops whipped, and in full flight for Akita on junks seized 
for the occasion. The Hayle (“ Tokugawa”) returned from Mats- 
mai, and confirmed the report ; so that now the Shiogoonates con- 
sider the island of Yedo as theirs by conquest, and evidently 
intend to hold it. The place is quiet, and no disturbances have 
occurred or are anticipated. The ground, though frozen, is quite 
free from snow. 





CHINA. 


PEKING. 

By the latest news from the capital all was quiet. The new 
American Minister, Mr. Ross Browne, had been making strenuous 
efforts to induce the Government to construct a road from the 
coast to the Chia-tang coal mines, but without success. The 
journey between Peking and Shanghai during the winter months 
is performed more expeditiously overland via Ching-kiang than 
by way of Chefoo. 

The Peking Gazette of Dec. 18 records the death of Prince 
Chung, brother of the late Emperor. His nephew, the present 
Emperor, had appointed the 26th Dec. to visit the family, and 
offer the accustomed condolence, d&c. 


‘ SHANGHAI. 

The English mail left this port according to the Company's 
time table on the 20th January ; the French mail, which should 
have left on the same day, was delayed until the 24th, and conse- 
quently brings the latest news, which will be found embodied in 
the following extract from local papers. Our correspondent’s 
letter comes by the P. and O. mail, and brings intelligence to the 
20th only, but is full of interesting matter. 
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The latest news from England was that by the mail of Dec. 4, 
which reached Shanghai on the 23rd Jan. 

In the course of a review of the progress of the Settlement, and 
its position at the close of 1868, the Herald says :—“ The position 
and prospects of the public companies of Shanghai, to which we 
devoted last year a special paragraph, have been lately so fully 
reviewed|in our paper of the 22nd ultimo that it is unnecessary 
to enter at isagth on that topic. It is sufficient to say that the 
majority show a steady recovery from the collapse which succeeded 
the inflated prosperity of 1863-4. The “ Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank,” and the several steamer and insurance companies espe- 
cially, are monuments of brilliant success. Land has much in- 
creased in value, and house rent has risen proportionately. Many 
new buildings have been erected or commenced ; amongst others, 
one destined for the Comptoir d’Escompte deserves notice. But 
the most remarkable feature in this connection is the extension 
of the Settlement up, the Bubbling Well-road, which is now lined 
with villa residences nearly to the two mile stone. We cannot 
but think the,class of buildings rather too pretentious, but they 
are nearly all let, and this is the great criterion. We are con- 
fident, however, that cheap houses—such as would let at Tis. 25 

er mensem, offer a profitable investment to a limited extent. 
There are many people with incomes averaging Tls. 100 a month, 
who would gladly rent them. We must not omit to mention that 
Trinity Church is rapidly approaching completion, and bids fair 
to be an edifice of which Shanghai may be proud. New premises 
are also spoken of for the Oriental Bank. A new gaol has been 
commenced by H.B.M. Government, and extensive alterations in 
the Consulate buildings are in progress.” 

The following extracts are from the Worth China Herald :— 

When we read in the Recorder an announcement that Mr. Hart 
had ordered a medical inspection of all second and third-class 
clerks in the Customs’ Service, we thought our contemporary must 
have been misinformed. But we are assured that such an order 
actually has been issued in regard to third and fourth-class clerks. 
This is one of the most singular freaks the Inspector-General has 
yet perpetrated. It is true members of the army, navy and civil 
service have, in England, to pass a medical examination before 
admission ; but this is a very different matter to subsequent in- 
spection. So they have to pass a competitive examination ; but 
the system was not made retrospective when it was first intro- 
duced: Those already appointed were not disturbed, either men- 
tally or surgically. : 

We notice that works at the Kiangnan Arsenal are advancing 
with considering rapidity. A new steamer is on the stocks, far 
advanced towards ;completion; and the Bengal, an American 
vessel, is discharging the component parts of a gunboat, which 
were fitted, we suppose, in New York. 

The Shanghai News Letter has the following paragraph from 
Chinkiang :—“ A large party of Chinese merchants, estimated at 
some 250 in number, have come down via the Grand Canal from 
Tientsin, where they were frozen in, and could not proceed sea- 
wards. They bring considerable treasure with them. A China- 
man has come in with the report that a certain hill, about seven li 
from Tang Yang, which last year at this time was supposed to 
contain coal, and for which some foreigners were then negotiating, 
has turned out to contain gold and silver. The country people 
are said to be in excitement about the discoveries, and the place 
has been walled in to prevent depredations.” 

We have dates from Newchwang, by overland courier, to the 
18th December. The river closed on the 23rd December ; the 
thermometer had fallen to seven degrees Farhenheit. A little 
business was doing in opium. 

The departure of M. Brenier de Montmorand, the French Con- 
sul-General, who has attained a high degree of popularity, is re- 
garded with general regret. 

The tea-clippers that had arrived at Shanghai had all left again 
for Hong Kong and the rice ports, to employ the time until the 
next season’s teas come forward. The Serica is the only exception. 

It is reported that Sir Rutherford Alcock purposes to make a 
circuit of the open ports during the coming summer, in order, we 

resume, to gain vivid impression of their wants and capacities, 
bed a enlightenment of the Foreign Office on his return to Eng- 
nd.

Swanounat, Jan. 19. 

Your readers will, I doubt not, be interested in learning that 
Mr. Angier, whose name is familiar as a household word to 
foreigners in China, and to the readers of the London and China 
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Telegraph at home, has arrived here, and is busily engaged in col- 
lecting information of all kinds, which when put before the public 
in a condensed form will prove of inestimable service to the Euro- 
pean and American Governments and to all those engaged in trade 
with China. Isolated facts are frequently lost in correspondent’s 
letters, or even when they are made the subjects of leading articles 
the interest they excite isephemeral. It is when they are massed 
together that their importance becomes clear, and that the influ- 
sucmict each upon the system whereof they form a part is mani- 
ested. 

The stirring days in which it paid the London morning papers 
to retain special correspondents in China appear to have passed by 
for ever, and this is little to “chronicle ” from mail to mail, except 
the “small beer” of Shanghai social life. Balls, concerts, and 
amateur theatricals are now our events ; the volunteers have beaten 
their fire-locks into fire-engine pipes, and the police, once so ab- 
sorbed in the suppression of rowdyism, find their occupation gone 
and their importance hopelessly diminished. Even ‘ Municipal 
extravagance ” has gone by the board, and we have nothing left 
to think of but our own private affairs. In a word, excitement is 
unknown, and this will indicate sufficiently to old Shanghai re- 
sidents the utter change that has come over the model settlement. 

You are aware of the sensation that was caused here in the 
middle of 1866 by the murder of two French Bishops, nine 
missionaries, seven native priests, and a large number of Christians 
of both sexes in Corea. The French Admiral sent up an expedition 
to chastise the offenders, but—tell it not in Gath—the natives 
proved too many for |the French, and a decided defeat was hardly 
glossed over under the name of an “ unsuccessful reconnaissance 
in force.” It was at the same time semi-officially intimated that 
in the ensuing season the attempt would be repeated, and the 
Corean sovereign severely punished. But nothing more was heard 
of . and the whole affair had almost escaped our recollection when 
a volume of the United States diplomatic correspondence for 1866 
turned up here mysteriously, and was found to contain the de- 
spatches which passed between Prince Kung and the French 
Minister on the subject. Knowing the result, the attitude adopted 
by M. de Bellonet now appears strange, not to say laughable. 
Thus in his first letter, dated July 13, 1866, he says :— 

The Government of his Majesty cannot permit so bloody an outrage to 
be unpunished. The same day on which the King of Corea laid his hands 
upon my unhappy countrymen was the last of his reign; he himself pro- 
claimed its end, which I in my turn solemnly declare to-day. Ina few 
days our military forces are to march to the conquest of Corea, and the 
Emperor, my august sovereign, alone has now the right and power to dis- 
pose, according to his good pleasure, of the country and the vacant throne. 

Prince Kung’s reply bears, I think you will admit, indisputable 
marks of a foreign hand. He says :— 

When two countries come to war it involves the lives of their people. It 
seems to me that it would be best to inquire into the proofs and merits of 
the affair. 

M. de Bellonet made no reply, but on the 24th October enclosed 
to the Prince a copy of a notice of blockade issued by Admiral 
Rose, announcing his intention of “attacking and subduing the 
country.” A few days after, the French Minister again wrote to 
Prince Kung charging the Chinese Government with complicity in 
the affair, and with a general desire to dupe foreigners whenever 
an attempt is made to obtain justice for outrages. He assured the 
Prince that “for us (the French) war is a pleasure—passionately 
sought,” and that 

Every attempt at conciliation will be now useless, unless the ci-devant 
King of Corea surrenders at discretion, and implores the mercy of the Em- 
peror our august Sovereign, trusting to his generosity. 

Meantime the Chinese Government had submitted the corres- 

mdence to the other foreign Ministers, a course which M. de Bel- 
onet bitterly complained of. And there the matter ended, the 
only comment possible being Vox et preterea nihil. 

A memorandum by Mr. Hart relating to the appropriation of the 
tonnage dues to the lighting of the port has just been published. 
He announces that a lighthouse is about to be built, either on 
Ariadne or the Saddles, a light to be placed onGutzlaft, another on 
the Beacon, and a third at Wusung. “These lights once placed, 
the navigation will be as easy, so tos , as would be a walk 
down Regent-street when the gas is lit.” After announcing 
various contemplated improvements in the conservancy of the 
Yangtsze, and acknowledging} that the amounts hitherto ex- 
pended from the tonnage dues have been small (about Tis. 
65,000 "per annum for the last five years), Mr. Hart states that 
the Tsung-li-yamen have quite entered into his views, and that 
the Government will “now do its share of the work faithfully and 
well.” He also implies, if he does not state directly, that the 
whole of the tonnage dues (£70,000 to £100,000 seals) will be 
expended on the necessary improvements. It is the fashion to re- 

resent Mr. Hart as ambitious and self-seeking ; but, judging of 
fin by his public acts alone, I cannot conceive the possibility of 
his doing more for foreign trade than helis endeavouring to do. 
Everything points to the conclusion that the Chinese would gladly 
get rid of us if they had the chance, and therefore every conces- 
sion is wrung from them—a very delicate operation to be per- 
formed by any one in their pay. 

A set of regulations for the Mixed Courts has recently been 
mulgated. ‘The rank of the presiding magistrate is defined to be 
Tungchi, but he is not to hold an independent seal. The latter 
condition, I may remark, makes his rank, whatever it may be 
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merely nominal. Hence the Court has no jurisdiction independent 
of the Shanghai IJien, and it was to obtain this separate juris- 
diction that the Court was established. The existence of this 
muddle inte which the native authorities astutely inveigled the 
Consuls renders the administration of justice in the Mixed Court 
theoretically a farce, and we are all here ready to admit that the 
theory is excellently carried out in practice. The regulations 








define the nominal powers of the Court, its jurisdiction, according | 


to them, extending to “ cases of debt, collision (whatever that may 
be), or robbery occurring on the ground rented by foreigners.” The 
only noticeable points are that in the case of a non-represented 
foreiyner convicted of any offence the magistrate shall report his 
finding to the Taotai, who, after consultation with a Treaty Consul, 
shall award the punishment ; and, as it were to counterbalance 
this, ‘on proof of perjury, subornation, or false accusation by 
either party, be he foreigner or Chinese, the Taotai’s deputy shall 
visit heavy punishment on the offender.” This latter is obviously 
either an oversight, a mistranslation, or a gratuitous addition on 
the part of the Chinese to the existing Mixed Court mess. 

I told you in a recent letter that Sir Rutherford Alcock had re- 
quested the merchants at the various ports to give him informa- 
tion regarding the places which, under the approaching treaty 
revision, it might seem advisable to open. Accordingly, the Shan- 
ghai Chamber of Commerce held a meeting on the 14th inst., to 
consider a draft despatch on the subject. However, as no one 
came prepared with anything more definite than a list of ports 
which might, could, or should be opened, the meeting was ad- 
journed for a fortnight, in order to enable the Committee to col- 
lect information regarding the places mentioned. The feeling 
evidently is that the Yangtsze should be opened as far as Chun- 
king, in Szechuan, a distance of somewhat more than five hundred 
miles above Hankow. In addition to this, including of course the 
ports intermediate between Hankow and Chungking, one port or 
more should be opened in the North. But doubtless a vast mass 
of information relating to the proposed places will be collected 
before the 28th instant, when the Chamber will again meet. This, 
therefore, must form one of the subjects of my next letter. I should 
mention that one of the arguments adduced against the opening 
of new ports was that trade is passing rapidly from foreign 
hands into those of the natives. But the extract which I give 
you below ought to put down this cry—so far, at least, as the 
North of China is concerned, and it should be remembered that 
the complaint originated at Tientsin. I quote from Mr. Commis- 
sioner Dick’s Trade Report 'for 1867 (just published) :— 

“ Chinese merchants have preferred buying their supplies of 
foreign goods at Shanghai from the foreign merchants, who there 
receive them from abroad, to buying them through second foreign 
sellers at the outports. The mere operation of buying goods in 
their own country is one for which the Chinese have always been 
considered thoroughly qualified. It was a merely temporary con- 
dition of affairs under which, for a year or two, foreign imports 
were sold through secondary foreign agents at secondary ports. 
As soon as the Chinese merchants became accustomed to the man- 
ner of doing business with foreign vessels, they resumed their old 
practice of making their purchases at the headquarters of the 
lmpoyst trade—Shanghai ; but they made ready use of the new 
means of transport with which foreigners had furnished them ; 
and the increase in the employment of foreign shipping has 
been much greater than the decrease in the employment of 
foreign mercantile agency. Even when intercourse with the inte- 
rior is placed on a better footing, it is likely that the trade which 
will there pass through the hands of foreign mercantile agents 
will be limited to such amount as may be sufficient to keep the 
privileges gained in working order; fur as soon as such new revenue 
regulations as may be enacted become uniform in application to 
both Chinese and foreigners, the former will draw their supplies 
through agency of their own from the principal market on the 
coast. But the advantages to trade will be none the less, although 
the number of foreign sellers employed may not be greatly in- 
creased ; and in all operations beyond those of merely buying and 
selling, the Chinese in the interior will be as dependent (although 
it is not quite certain when the fact will come into full play) on 
foreign enterprise and skill as they now are, on the coast, in the 
matter of tranaport.” 

It is rumoured that Sir Rutherford Alcock purposes making a 
tour through the Ports during the ensuing summer, with a view to 
collecting information for the use of the treaty revisers. We have 
heard the mercantile view of the status of the ports ; we know the 
view which the Chinese would fain push down our throats ; it only 
remaius for us to receive the Minister's light on the same question. 
Yet, if the light in him be darkness, how great is that darkness ! 

A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Company was held 
on the 7th iust., ten persons being present, altogether representing 
forty-two votes, of which twenty-two were in the hands of the 
chairman and M. Leroy. The manager's report announced the 
laying of the mains, improvements in the works, and thereduction 
of the debt to Tis. 12,000. The gross receipts had been T's. 7,794, 
and the expenditure had fallen short of this by only Tls.9. The 
total income for 1868 was estimated at Tls. 8,000, not including 
Tis. 2,400 received as interest at 8 per cent., guaranteed hy the 
French Municipality. A profit of Tis. 1,050 was estimated, but 
the grounds of the estimate did not clearly appear. ‘The financial 
position of the company became the subject of a stormy discussion, 
n the course of which it was elicited that if the company were 
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the subscribed capital of ‘I's. 30,000. After paying off the loss on 
working expenses during 1867, and debentures to the amount of 
Tla, 1,800, the shares were worth only Ils. 25 each. Again, while 
the plant had cost Tls. 46,000, its estimated value was only Tis. 
15,000. It was suggested that under these circumstances it was 
hardly worth while to continue working, especially as without in- 
terfering with the contracts into which the French company had 
entered gas might be obtained from the English company at a dol- 
lar per thousand cubic feet cheaper than the French company 
could make it. After a prolonged struggle between the strength 
of numbers (eight representing twenty vutes) and the strength of 
represeutation (two representing twenty-two votes), it was at length 
resolved :—“ That a committee be appointed to confer with the 


| Shanghai Gas Company to ascertain the price at which the latter 


will supply gas ; and that a meeting be afterwards called to dis- 
cuss the advisability cf purchasing gas from them.” And there 
the matter rests for the present. 

The Municipal Council have been busy inspecting meat and 
seizing largo quantities that seemed diseased. Through their 
exertions the recent cattle disease panic has almost disappeared. 
Heaps of garbage which had accumulated during some years past 
in various places on the English and American settlements have 
been removed during the frosty weather, when their emanations 
could do little harm, however much stirred up in the process of 
removal. Various plans for the extension of the existing roads 
have been adopted, and the improvement of those actually open 
is sedulously cared for. During the past week no less than 315 
beggars were expelled from the English and American settlements, 
the number of miserable objects in the streets having suddenly 
increased upon the opening of a soup-kitchen for the local poor. 
From Bichon: Chinkiang, and even from Ningpo, hordes of 
beggars trooped into the settlements, but their eagerness has now 
met a serious check from the energetic “ deportation ” at once 
adopted by the Municipal Council. 

The wisdom or the reverse of the speculations of past times was 
forcibly illustrated the other day, when the land formerly occupied 
by the Brick and Saw-mill Company was sold for Tls. 54 per mow, 
and a large ice house, with three mow of ground attached, realised 
only Tis, 500. 

The tea clippers have arrived, with the exception of the Titania 
and Leander. The Spindrift arrived at Wusung on the 7th inst., 
107 days out from the docks. The Taiping made her ap ce 
on the 14th, 104 days out ; the Zahloo on the 16th, 100 days from 
London ; and the Serica on the 17th, 99 days from port. The 
victory so far, therefore, lies with the Serica. 

Some discussion has taken place with regard to the disgraceful 
condition in which the Northfleet, which arrived here on the 12th 
inst., is turning out her cargo. It appears that in the bottom there 
were stowed 500 tons solid weight of metal, besides a quantity of 
flints. In the lower hold were Manchester goods, The tween 
decks was occupied by bales, and the main hatch was built u 
with flints, China matting dividing these latter from the bale g 
on either side. It requires only the most rudimentary knowledge 
of mechanics—indeed, it requires only common sense—to show 
that a ship stowed in this way must come to grief wherever there 
is any sea. And so, accordingly, the Northjleet did. First she 
lost her topgallant masts in a gale, during which she was uncon- 
trollable, and in the calm which followed she lost her topmasts 
simply from the violence of her oscillation when there was no wind 
to steady her. Of course she wetted all her cargo, the flints and 
bales soon between them wore out the matting, and the upshot of 
the whole matter is that two-thirds of the cargo is damaged by 
sea water, and a great deal of it badly “chafed.” Fortunately the 
Northfleet is a rewarkably strong ship, to which is alone to be at- 
tributed the fact that she ever reached her port. It is hard to 
conceive how what actually occurred was not anticipated in Liver 
pool by either the owners, the charterers, the Government sur 
veyors, or the captain. ‘The latter must, of course, have known 
what he might reasonably expect, and I for one can find no excuse 
for carelessness of this kind, which throws the lives of an entire 
crew into the balance of chance, 

On Christmas eve, two gentlemen, Messrs. Head and Haslam, 
left Shanghai for the Tai Hu on a shooting excursion. On ar- 
riving at a place called Eshan they landed, but on returning to 
the place where they had left their boat they fuund that it had 
disappeared. After wandering for some distance they finally 
obtained shelter in a village, and on the following day they sought 
the protection of the mandarin of Eshan, who, finding that they 
had no passports (which they had left in the boat) treated them 
with suspicion. ‘They, however, were given food and shelter, and 
were finally forwarded to Shanghai, meeting with great kindness 
on the journey. Meanwhile, the boat which had deserted them 
was met by another party of foreigners, and sent back to the 
place it had left. ‘Che foreigners reported the story in Shanghai, 
and several expeditions started to discover the missing gentlemen. 
‘The fear was that either they had failed to find shelter and were 
frozen to death, or that having found shelter they were lying 
frost-bitten, or otherwise injured. Accordingly, on the 9th inst. a 
final expedition accompanied by a medical gentleman started, no 
accounts having been reeeived from the previous searches. But 
on the following day all anxiety was set at rest by the return to 
Shanghai of the sportsmen, who unfortunately had been brought 
down by a route different from that adopted by the last explormg 
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party. An offer made to reimburse the officials for the expense 
involved in sending the two men back was courteously declined 
by the Taotai, who stated that “ the local authorities did no more 
than their simple duty in taking advantage of the opportunity 
of showing in action the friendly relations between China and 
foreign nations.” 

Mr. T. T. Cooper, who recently made an unsuccessful attempt 
to reach India from the province of Yunan, has left Shanghai for 
Calcutta, where he is about to offer his services as an explorer to 
the Indian Government. Previous to his departure he was pre- 
sented with a cheque for one thousand taels, subscribed by the 
merchants, in recognition of his efforts. He was also presented 
with Tls. 125 to enable him to purchase a watch in place of his 
own, which he was obliged to barter for a mule in Szechuan. Al- 
though unsuccessful, Mr. Cooper has collected much valuable in- 
formation relating to the route through Western China, and this 
information will prove of immense use, if what we have just 
learned from the Indian papers be true. It is said that the Com- 
missioner of British Burmah and the Panthay King of Yunan 
have settled the preliminaries of a formal opening of the old cara- 
van route by Bhamo to Talifu, the Panthay authorities engaging 
to protect travellers and preserve the roads. 

H.M.S. Rodney, Captain Heneage, left Wusung on the 14th inst., 
for Hong Kong, to meet Admiral Keppel. 

The MI. steamer Duplecx arrived on the 7th, with the mail of 
the 17th Nov. and telegrams of the 7th Dec. On the doilowine 
day the P. and 0. steamer Ma/acca brought in the English mai 
of the 20th Nov., but no later telegrams. With the Malacca ar- 
rived the Costa fica, bringing the San Francisco mail of the 3rd 
December. (ur latest telegrams are now therefore December 7. 

The Ganges, leaving to-morrow morning at daylight, carries 813 
bales China silk and 442 bales Japan. 

From Chetoo there is a report of newly discovered lead mines, 
but on the whole the richness of the district has been so much 
exaggerated, and the opposition of the officials has been so intense, 
that we may fairly declare the Chefoo mines to be a delusion and 
asnare. The authorities prevent the Chinese from buying ore, 
and hence the miners can find no purchasers for any specimens 
they are lucky enouyh to secure. 

We have Tientsin advices to the 26th December, on which day 
the river was so completely frozen over that people walked across 
it. Although ice was present the river was quite passable from 
Taku to Tientsin uotil Christmas Day. 

Newchwang is of course closed. But apropos of it, I cannot 
refrain from quoting the following short extract from the last 
— Trade Report. It contains a hint that ought not to be 

lost :— 

The hair of the Corean boys grows low on the forehead, is parted in 
the middle, and ia plaited into a thick tail behind. On marriage the back 
part is cut off, and this superfluity has become an article of commerce. 
A mace would purchase sufficient to make up a fair tail for a Chinese. 


FOOCHOW. 

The Kecorder mentions that another disturbance has broken out 
at a missionary station near Foochow. It seems that some mis- 
sionaries settled a short time ago on Walga Island, a small fishing 
village situated at the mouth of the river Min, much against the 
wish of the inhabitants, especially the mandarins, who are said to 
have placed every obstacle in their way, and urged the people on 
to annoy them in every possible manner. The annoyance at last 
becoming so great the missionaries applied to the authorities at 
Foochow requesting that something might be done to stop it. 
H.B.M.’s gunboat Janus was despatched to endeavour to quell it. 
The Chinese had also sent down a gunboat to look after their own 
interests, and they were both lying at anchor off the Island when 
the Miaca passed. 


HONG KONG. 

The English mail left Hong Kong on the 26th, and the French 
on the 28th January. By these opportunities we have confirma- 
tion of the telegrams reporting the outrage at Swatow. The 
latest home advices received in Hong Kong were by the English 
mail of Dec. 4, received there January 17, with London telegrams 
to Dec. 28. ‘The following items are chiefly from the Overland 
China Mail :— 

It is with extreme regret that we have to record the perpetra- 
tion of one of the most brutal murders which has disgraced the 
annals of this colony, the victim being Mr. W. W. Holworthy, 
Deputy Assistant Superintendent of the Military Store Depart- 
ment. ‘I'ne unfortunate gentleman went for a walk yesterday 
(24th January) in the direction of Pokfolum, and at one o’clock 
was spoken to by the engineer of the waterworks there. At half- 

t one his lifeless body was discovered about two hundred yards 

m the Gap Junction. ‘I'he wounds inflicted were exceedingly 
severe, and so far as can be as yet judged a severe struggle 
must have taken place between him and his ruffianly assailants. 
What adds to the mystery of the occurrence—for scarcely 
half an hour elapsed between his being conversed with and dis- 
covered murdered—is, that he was accompanicd by a pure bred 
bull dog, and that such an auimal would scarcely have allowed 
the assaillant of his master to escape unpunished, very cffurt 
has been made to detect the murderer or murderers, His Excel- 
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lency the Governor has offered a reward of 50) do's. for his cr 
their apprehension. We refrain, for obvious 1ea-on-, frou detuil- 
ing the measures as yet taken, but the police are taking most 
active and judicious steps. Up to the time of oil g to preas no 
clue has been arrived at, but the inquest has been for - all. opened, 
Much sympathy is felt for Mrs. Holworthy, so suddenly and 
severely bereaved. 

No further action has been taken by the prosecution in ezine 
v. Saint—none, that is, of a public nature, but there is reasoa to 
believe that the Attorney General will, either volun:arily or of 
necessity, proceed with the case before the departure of the next 
mail. These three informations have heen filed against defendant 
for a period extending over eight months. 

ATTACK BY CHINESE ON THE CREW OF THE “ CoCK-. 
CHAFER.” 

By the Kwang Tung we have news of a serious disturbance at 
Swatow. It appears that the boats of I1.M.’s gunboat Cock- 
chafer were exercising in a creek about four miles beyond 
Swatow, when their crew were stoned by some natives, the 
missiles striking several of the men. The latter landed and 
caught one of the assailants, whom they detained with the inten- 
tion of handing him over to the native authoritics, and retreated 
their boats. A large mob of Chinese, however—some 400 or 500 
—suddenly made their appearance from the village in the neigh- 
bourhood, and being wall armed with gingalls, opened a galling 
fire on the boate’ crews. The latter returned the fire with their 
Snider rifles, but were obliged to retreat, twelve of their number 
being wounded, and two, the boatswain and gunner, not expected 
to live. The loss on the Chinese side is said to be fourteen killed 
and several wounded. 

This accident is particularly unfortunate, in view of the recent 
opening of Chao-chow-fu. We anxiously await further details ; 
bnt the story, so far as it reached us, throws the entire blame on 
the Chinese, and not even The Times or the Telegraph can impute 
fault to the missionaries. We have to repeat the expression of 
our thankfulness that Sir Harry Keppel is admiral of the China 
station. It seems as if matters are approaching a culminating 
point—the point of war, which, as usual, must be undertaken by 
the Power that practically opened up China to foreign trade. The 
Mission which Mr. Burlinghame heads is full of peaceful mean- 
ing, no doubt; but there is a much more eloquent expression in 
the Gingalls and Sniders that were used at Swatow. 

From private information we learn that the mob who first be- 
gan the attack was composed partly of men and partly of boys— 
as most hostile gatherings are, especially in China. Almost every 
man in the Cockchafer’s boats was wounded more or less severely, 
and even the man who brought the despatches on board the Kwang- 
tung, although on duty, had his arm in a sling, The gunner aad 
boatswain are rather dangerously hit, one having been shot through 
the upper party of the body (back and breast), and the other mm 
the shoulder, the ball having lodged in the chest. In the latter 
case the bullet is unfortunately so far from the reach of the 
surgeon’s probe that fears are entertained of the possibility 
of its being removed; and if, as is generally the case, the 
ball be an iron one, very serious consequences may result. All 
the wounded men are in hospital, and are being carefully attended 
to by Dr. Scott. The gunner, who is a good marksman, is said to 
have fired no less than four hundred rounds of Snider ammunition 
before he was hit, sothat the estimate of the loss on the part of 
the rascally natives may probably be under the mark. The gal 
lant commander, Lieutenant Kerr, was of course exposed to the 
fire as much as any of his men ; but it is satisfactory to know that 
he is unhurt. He had at least two very narrow escapes for his 
life, one bullet passing over his head grazed or went through his 
cap, and another found a lodgment in the breast of his coat. No 
little excitement, as might be expected, was caused in Swatow 
when the boats returned. 

The H. K., C., and M. Steamboat Company have declared a divi- 
dend of 12 per cent. perannum. The loan raised has been cleared 
off to 70,000 dols. 26,000 dols. placed to reserve fund, and 
5,348 dols. 65c. carried forward to next account. 

H.MS. Rodney (flagship) has arrived at Hong Kong. 

An attempt has been made to rob the powder magazine, but 
was frustrated by the vigilance of the guard. The colony is ex- 
posed to much danger from the needless storage of powder within 
the limits of the city. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have advices to February 1st by the English 
and 3rd by the French mail. The Straits Times of the former 
date gives the following summary of news :— 

The fortnight has been an exceptionally quiet one politically, 
socially, and from every point of view. There have been rumours 
rife of impending political measures, to which, however, little 
weight has been attached. Colonial rule is certainly mst un- 
popniar, but there is no reason why it should be so, or why the 
trausfer should be repented of. The causes of the existi: g and 
increasing unpopularity of our present Government are Lot 
to seek, and may be summarised briefly as owing to disregerd of 
public opinion, rash extravagance, vain-glc rious dictatorial airs,

and most ill-advised attacks on the most cherished political prin- 
eiples of the community. 

The steamer Clan Alpine arrived here from Hong Kong on her 
way to Calcutta on the 27th Jan., and it appears that during the 
yoyage a fire broke out on board which might have resulted in the 
most fatal consequences, but which was mastered in time by the 
presence of mind and energy of the captain, officers and European 
passengers on board. A panic seized a number of Chinese pas- 
sengers on board, which led them to seize one of the boats, which 
was, however, swamped as soon as launched by being over-crowded, 
and two or three of their number were drowned. No serious da- 
mage was done to ship or cargo. 

The report of the commission appointed to inquire into the 
erigin and progress of the Penang riots has at last been published. 
This report is remarkable as the first official Blue book, so to 
speak, with which the present Government has favoured the 
colony. Cn2 of the main characteristics of Governor Ord’s rule 
is close reticence and extreme unwillingness to take a recalcitrant 
community into his confidence on any subject whatever. The 
colony perhaps is considered to be too young yet to be treated like 
old stagers such as Hong Kong, Ceylon, or Mauritius. 

In connection with Penang, we have to notice a petition pre- 
sented to the Governor by certain Chinese owners of property in 
Penang, praying for relief from the high-handed proceedings of 
their Licut.-Governor, Col. Anson, who has been attempting to 
deprive them of ground which they owned without question under 
the Indian Government, although not perhaps with a strictly legal 
title. The last consideration however does by no means justify 
Col. Ansox or his superiors in their attempt at legal robbery.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoxouamMaA.—Business continued inactive, and the market still showed 
a decline for most staples, chiefly in consequence of a further depreciation 
in the value of native coin. Stocks were accumulating, the Brilliant 
having arrived with a general cargo from Liverpool. Yarns were easier, 
as were also Velvets, Camlets, Blankets, and fine Cloths; 7lbs Grey Shirt- 
ings were comparatively scarce and formed the sole exception to the gene- 
ral fall. The current quotations were as follows:—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 
16-24, per picul, $45.50 to 47.0; 28-32, $49.0 to 50.50; 38-42, 50.50 
to 51.0. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, $2.60 to 2.55; 8.4 to 8.8 Ibs., 
$2.80 to 2.88. White Shirtings, $2.80 to 8.60. T-Cloths, € lbs., $1.70 
to 2.20. Camlets, S, $15.0 to 16.0; SS, $14.0 to 14.50. Long Ells, 
$8.0 to 9.50. Cloth Broad, per yard, $1.50 to 2.0; Blankets, per Ib., 
$0.70 to 0.80. Iron Nail Rod, per picul, $3.45 to 3.80; Hoop, per picul, 
$2.90 to 3.25; Bars, per picul, $2.75 to 3.50 ; Lead, per picul, $7.50 to 8.0. 

SHancual.—Cotton: There had been much more doing during the 
fortnight than was reported last mail. Plain Cotton Goods had met with 
very fair enquiry, and sales had been made at gradually declining prices. 
Chinese dealers were the principal buyers, attracted no doubt by low cost 
ef the Goods. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs. had been sold at Tis. 2.1.0 down 
to Tis. 2.0.0; 7 Ibs., Tis. 1.9.1 to 1.8.5. White Shirtings were in good 
demand for arrival, and several contracts had been made. T-Cloths, 7 Ibs. 
chiefly had been dealt in to a moderate extent at Tis. 1.6.0 to 1.8.0 for 
good to best qualities. No transactions in Drills were reported. Fancy 
Cotton Goods were dull of sale, and but few had changed hands. Wool- 
Jens and Worsteds: Long Ells were difficult of sael. A few had been 
exchanged for Silk at Tis. 6.4.0. Spanish Stripes: Demand very small, 
Prices rather firmer. Camlets SS in enquiry at low prices—Tls. 12.0.0 
to 12.5.0 Figured Lustres continued to be sold at Tis. 3.6.0 to 3.9 0. 
Crape Lustres saleable for arrival at firmer rates. During the three days 
that elapsed between the departures of the P. and O. and French mails 
holders of Cotton Goods became firmer, and Grey Shirting obtained 
slightly better prices. Iron and lead had also improved. The following 
were the quotations current at the departure of the French mail on the 
24th of January :—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., Tls.

2.1.5 to 
2.1.7 ; but large arrivals, and less favourable advices from Shanghai, had 
since lowered quotations to Ts. 2.1.0 to 2.1.4 7 lbs, were still wanted at 
Tis.

PARLIAMENTARY NOTES. 

Mr. Cutxpers, in his explanatory statement of the Navy Esti- 
mates last night, announced a reduction of the squadron in China 
waters from thirty-four to twenty-five ships, but did not specify 
in what class of vessels the change would consist.

We trust that this matter, in common with 
many others affecting the interests of the China trade, will receive 
a fuir share of attention in the course of the present session.

STRAITS GRIEVANCES. 
(MORNING STAR. ) 

A short time ago we directed attention to certain grievances in the 
Straits Settlements, which had previously called forth in our columns 
the earnest remonstrances of “ A Singapore Merchant.” Among the 
complaints upon which we then touched, the change which has taken 
place in the status of the judyes since the administration of affairs has 
been transferred from the India to the Colonial office occupied a fore- 
most place. The evil is so great—the discontent which it has pro- 
voked is so general—that we feel impelled to recur to the subject. 
The purity and the independence of the bench are synonymous terms. 
Where the judges are the mere creatures of authority they are likel 
to be its servile tools. In ths country the profound confidence which 
everybody feels in the judiciary is based upon the knowledge that it 
can exercise its higk functions without fear or favonr. In some parts 
of America the judges are dependent for their original appointment 
and their continuance in office on the popular favour; but even thig 
vicious arrangement is preferable to the system which obtains in our

Crown colonies. There a Governor—acting perhaps in concert with 
his Council, which, however, is mainly composed of the official element 
—may remove a judge; and judges undoubtedly have been 80 re- 
moved, and not always from the motives assigned to the Home Govern- 
ment. The Duke of Buckingham, in dealing with the special case of 
Singapore, founded his argument on the extraordinary statement that 
the gentlemen who were appointed to colonial judgeships were neces- 
sarily taken from a class of the profession inferior to that from which 
the English judges were selected, and that it was not expedient to 
confer upon them equal privileges. ‘{his is a doctrine which js, in our 
judgment, utterly at variance with justice and sound policy. A lawyer 
May possess all the moral and legal qualifications necessary for the 
performance of judicial duties, without attaining that high rank and 
enjoying that lucrative business which are the stepping-stoncs to the 
English bench. There is no difficulty in finding plenty of such men 
in our Inns of Court, who are an honour to the legal profeasion, and 
who, if sent to the colonies, would acquit themselves with credit and 
distinction without having the fear of ‘‘ his Excellency ” before their 
eyes. There, if anywhere, it is most desirable that the judges should 
be perfectly independent of the executive authority, and that the 
people should have confidence in the unbiassed and impartial adminis- 
tration of justice. Once let them suppose that there is a private door 
of communication between the bench and Government House, and the 
moral effect of the suspicion (even though ,it be ill-founded) will 
generate distrust, and bring the law itself into contempt. 

But the case of the Straits Settlements does not wholly rest upon 
these considerations. When that dependency was under the Govern- 
ment of India the two judges were absolutely free from all control 
on the part of the Governor-Genera!—in other words, they could only 
be removed hy the Crown ; and in the only two instances in which, 


since the establishment of the court sixty years ago, the conduct of 


the judges has been impeached by the Viceroy, the Home Covern- 
ment was appealed to as the sole authority by which the points at issue 
could be determined. The fact that only two charges have been pre - 
ferred since almost the commencement of the present century, and 


that in one of these the highest tribute was paid by the Sccretary of 


State to the motives of the judge, is a proof that the judicial machinery 
had worked very satisfactorily, and that no reason whatever existed 
for investing the Governor with the power which has been attached 
him since the Settlements have been brought within the juris- 
diction of the Colonial Office. 
the distance is so great as to render this change expedient. 
Singapore is within thirty days’ sail of England; and if grave 


difficulties should arise between the judges and the Governor it 


is surely infinitely better that they should be dispassionately 
weighed by the authorities at home, and, if needs be, referred to 
-the Judicial Committee of Privy Council, than that a man who might 
really be giving judgment in his own cause, and who has only a small 
council of military men and civilians to advise him, should be em- 
powered to remove a chief justice or an agsociate judge. How this 
principle of Executive interference has worked we Know from various 
cases which have been duly recorded for the benefit of industrious 
lawyers ; and it is rather too bad that, from a sheer love of routine 
and precedent, and not from any well-considered regard for the public 
iuterest, an innovation which is so likely to provoke disputes, and to 
fetter the independence of those who should be absolutely independent, 
ae been foisted on a colony in which it was previously altogether un- 
nown. 

The worst of the Singapore business is that it has irritated all classes 
of the community. On this subject it cannot be alleged that the public 
are apathetic—that they regard the centralisation of power in the hands 
of the Executive with indifference. On the contrary, from the moment 
that the obnoxious measure was carricd into effect they protested against 
it. They protested against it at a public meeting convened by the 
Eauropean merchants. They memorialised the Duke of Buckingham 
in favour of its repeal. A reply was vouchsafed which showed only 
too clearly that the then Colonial Minister was quite unable to take 

a large view of the subject—quite unable cither to recognise the rea- 
sonableness of the claim that the judges should be restored to their 
former state of independence, or to perceive that some deference 
should be paid to the opinion—or, as his grace might think, the pre- 
judices—of the community, who, as they have to pay the judges, and 
are amenable to their authority if they resort to the courts, have really 
the greatest stake in the matter. The Europeans do not stand alone. 
The Asiatics, whether Chinese or Malays, are equally dissatisfied, al- 
though they may not employ precisely the same modes of expressing 
their dislike to the newly-made law. Many of the Chinese shopkeepers 
who, with the Europeans, are the backbone of the Settlements, have 
already fied the country, under the impression that they are not safe so 
long as the law authorising their compulsory deportation remains on the 
étatute book. Is it desirable that this enomalous atate of things should 
continue? Assuming that the judges are practically as independent under 
che new arrangements as they were under the old, still if the taxpayers of 
Singapore think differently—if they desire that the Chicf Justice and 
his colleague should occupy a position analogous to that of the English 
jadiciary—what possible harm can accrue from making this concession 
to them? The power to guspend a judge may or may not be safely 
entrusted toa colonial governor and his council ; but it is certainly 
creditable to the people of the Straits Settlements that they should be 
80 anxious to uphold the independence of those who are calied upon 
to administer the law. If they persevere with their demand, it will be 
Strange indeed if justice is withheld from them. 





THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 
The following very interesting letter appeared last week in the 
Ezaminer :— 
Sir,—The new route to Egypt v4 Brindisi is so likely, ere§long, to 


become the great highway to the East, that a very few words about it 
masy not be uninteresting. 
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Neither can it be alleged that

Much remains to be done as regards the service on the railways of 
France and Italy before it can be a postal route. As far as Caloz the 
express from Paris runs through well and quickly ; at Caloz, however, 
& most unnecessary delay occurs, as the train to S:. Michel waits for the 
omnibus train from Magon, and for a slow train from Geneva, thus in- 
volving a detention of two hours. Once started, it might be expected 
the distance between Caloz and St. Michel (sixty miles) would be done 
in three hours, but the train stops at every station for the convenience, 
apparently, of a few third-class passengers, and finally arrives at its 
destination at 2.25 Pp m., having consumed four-and-a-half hours on the 
way. Then comes another detention at St. Michel, far longer than is 
required, to shilt the baggaze to the Mont Cenis carriages, or to give 
the passengers time for dinner. Surely half-au-hour at St Michel 
would suffice, instead of which we passed there, as usual, an hour and 
a-half. 

The Mont Cenis carriages are very small, long, and narrow. They are 
divided into two compartments, each holding twelve persons, who ait 
facing each other as in an omnibus; the windows are high up—so that 
to see out of them it is necessary to stand or kneel on the seats—and- 
are fixed firmly in their frames, as when the tourmente (a high wind 
accompanied with snow) comes on it would penctrate to the carriages 
unless the windows were water-tight; the carriases are entered from 
each end, and the central division has a door usually kept open. The 
guard sits in the doorway of the last carriage, with his hand on the 
powerful breaks, and certainly he must at times be infinitely amused at 
the alarm and absurd questions of the passengere. There is still one 
diligence for those who cannot make up their minds to encounter the 
terrors of the Fell Railway ; but to those who remember the torture of 
three hours cramped up in the covpé, or atified in the interior of those 
horrible inventions, the railway (even if at first starting many might 
be slightly nervous) must be a welcome change. At present the 
engines are not powerful enough, and now and then come to a dead 
stop, when the train slips back, and the guard screws the breaks on hard. 
This moment is generally selected for a few smothered screams from 
some of the ladies, and a decidedly uncomfortable expression on the 
faces of some of the gentlemen ; but this will be remedied when the new 
and powerful engines arrive which have been made at Birmingham. 
The present ones were made at Paris, and are entirely incompetent to 
perform their work properly. They puff and part and groan up the 
steep ascent, giving the impression that they are about to break down 
at every instant ; but the greatest inconvenience is that when going 
through the covered ways, which on the summit of the mountain pro- 
tect the line from avalanches of snow, or the worst effects of the tour- 
mente, the air outside the carriages is vitated by steam and smoke, 
which after a time penetrate to the interior, and render breathing dif- 
ficult ; to open the door is only to admit a cloud of smoke, and the 
feeling of suffocation is most painful ; but this once over the descent is 
rapid and easy, and Suea ig reached about 9.30 p.s. No train leaves 
for Turin till 10.50, and no train leaves Turin for Bologna till 7.45 
A.M., just seven hours and a-half to wait; it usually ends by the passen- 
gers sleeping at Turin and going on by the night mail to Bologna. It 
starts at 6.46 P.M. and reaches Bologna at 2 a.m., and then taking the 
morning mail from Turin, we reach Brindisi at noon the next day. 
The country round Brindisi isa barren moor; nota tree visible fo1 miles, 
and the city itself is a most dilapidated place. History and memory 
tell of its past glories as one of the great seaports of the Roman Em- 
pire, and it is still an Episcopal Sve; the harbour runs in a curve inland, 
sheltered by rising ground from every wind, and the steamers run ap 
alongside the wharfs, which are still in course of construction. Brin- 
disi is evidently waking up from her long sleep of decay and desolation, 
houses are building everywhere, dredging machines at work to deepen 
the harbour, and a new street with handsome lamp posts has been 
opened from the town to the wharfs; but much remains to be done; 
there is not a single storehouse fur merchandise, the railway station is 
miserable, and there are only two inferior hotels. 

The streets are crooked, narrow, and dusty ; many of the houses are 
roofless ; yet there is no appearence of poverty about the place. Evi- 
dently it once contained many more inhabitants than it does now 
(about 6,000). There is a Greek Church, but all deserted, and roofless 
too. Yet with all this there is an air of work and business about the 
place, which is an omen of its renewed importance. I was surprised, 
however, to see that the weekly market was held on a Sunday morning, 
and the country people around came in with their wares, and bought 
and sold, and drank their wine, and quarrelled, and made it up again, 
and all whilst high mass was going on in the cathedral, attended by 
sixty worshippers, all women. I asked my guide what the bishops and 
priesta say to this, and why they did not try to stop it. He answered, 
that in and around Brindisi the priests had ruled too long and too 
hard, and tried to make the people believe too much and pay 
too much, and now they were free and did as they liked, and he 
feared that the most part of them, especially the men, believed 
nothing at all. Once the priests would not allow the wine shops 
to be opened till after mags, and now they were open all day. 
The market was held as well;-the popularity of the change was 
evident, its moral effect may be doubted It is the usual re- 
bound, visible all over Italy, from excess of superstition to excess of 
licence in religious thought. To one thing in Brindisi, however, I 
must give unqualified praise, the wonderful beauty of the women; it is 
the rule, not the exception, and it is almost worth a journey here to 
see the lovely faces tbat are visible at every turn, and the glorious eyes 
that look slyly at first, then smilingly atthe passing stranger. There 
must be Greek blood in their veins, their beauty is not of the Roman 
type ; and one other most inevitable fuct is, that 1 was not accosted by 
a single beggar. Brindisi, when the railroad arrangements are better, 
when wharves, warehouses, and docks are made, is evidently destined 
to become once more a great seaport. But the Italians must put their 


shoulders to the wheel, and that quickly, or they may lose the turn of 


the tide that leads to fortune; meanwhile, all success to the efforts 
they do make here and clsewhere tp raise this noble land to a state

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RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION IN JAPAN. 

In September last we received from Nagasaki intelligence 
of a fierce and relentless persecution of the native Christians 
at that port, which was stated to have been inaugurated by 
the infliction of a cruel death on upwards of one hundred of 
them. Subsequent accounts considerably modified the alarm- 
ing statements contained in the first, it being explained that 
the Christians had not, after all, been put to death, but 
merely torn from their homes and families and deported to a 
distant province. These accounts were not only published in 





the Nagasaki Times and the Chiva papers, but were confirmed 
by other advices via San Francisco. Yet now we receive 
Japan papers throwing ridicule on the whole affair, and pity- 
ing our credulity in having taken it aw sériewx. It is really 
difficult to know what to believe. The Afissions Catholiques 
—the principal organ of the French Missionary societies— 
publishes accounts from Japan of a recent date, in which it 
is asserted that the hostile measures adopted against native 
Christians are in no degree relaxed, and are carried to the 
greatest excess in the Gotto Islands (westward of Nagasaki). 
The adherents of Christianity in this group are very nu- 
merous, and it is said they have almost all been imprisoned 
and tortured ; two had died under their sufferings. These 
statements are given on the authority of Monsigneur Perir- 
JEAN, Vicar-Apostolic of Japan, who also avers that at Fon- 
sakadjima (in the Gotto group), one hundred and eighty-one 
Christians—men, women, and even children—have been im- | 
prisoned and horribly tortured because they would not re- 
nounce the faith. Nine had been condemned to die a violent | 
death, and others to expire in slow agony. The account | 
given is very circumstantial, and it is difficult to credit 
Monsignor Petitsean with having invented the whole of it. , 
If these accounts are altogether untrue, or if they are pur- | 
posely exaggerated, with the view of justifying French inter- 
ference, the sooner some authentic refutation is published | 





OFFICIALS VERSUS MERCHANTS. 

THaT regulation was wisely conceived, whereby members 
of the British Consular and diplomatic services are prohibited 
from engaging in trade. There may be some slight draw- 
backs attaching to it; for instance, when a Minister ora 
Consul appears to regard the interests of commerce with in- 
difference, and to be absorbed almost exclusively in the con- 
templation of his own grandeur as the representative of 
British majesty, one is apt to suspect that to him the grapes 
are sour—that by reason of being debarred from joining in 
the race for wealth, he loses all sympathy for those whose 
legitimate pursuit istrade. But how much better it is that 
an English Consul, a Minister, should look coldly on the 
mercantile aspirations of his countrymen, than that he should 
enter the lists as their rival, and devote his energies to com- 
peting with them on their own ground! It is greatly to be 
wished tbat in this respect other foreign Governments could 
be induced to follow the excellent example of our own, bat 
unfortunately the converse system has struck deep root 
among them, and it bears no wholesome fruit, as too many 
of our readers can testify. In Japan the evil appears to 
have attained greater magnitude than in China, though 
there it is bad enough. In Japan, not only do officials 
trade who were merchants before they received Consular 
appointments, and who therefore occupy their double 
position with the sanction of their Governments, but 
even the representatives of Powers that adopt the better 
system of separating official from mercantile life do not dis- 
dain to profit by their position, and fill their pockets with 
ill-gotten gains, to the detriment of legitimate trade. In 
point of fact, the Foreign Minister who uses the influence at- 
taching to his diplomatic position to secure contracts for 
supplies of storee, machinery, vessels, or European goods of 
any kind required by the Japanese Government or Daimios, 
is simply plundering the merchants, whose interests he is 
sent there to protect. And the evil results of the system do 
not stop here, especially in Japan, where trade is traditionally 
regarded as ignominious. An official in high position who 
trades on that position must degrade himself in the eyes of © 
the native Government, and his influence with them for all 
good ends is necessarily diminished, while foreign pres- 
tige suffers as a whole. A correspondent at Yokohama 
mentions a case in point. The Japanese Government 
wished to enter into a contract for large importations of 
rice, but instead of being able to invite tenders for the supply 
from the merchants, the department on which the operation 
devolved found itself hedged in by a phalanx of trading Mi- 
nisters and Consuls, all clamorous for the tempting mono- 
poly. What contemptuous derision must lurk under the 
urbane demeanour of the two-sworded gentry, under such 
circumstanccs as these! To do them justice, our own officials, 
both consular and diplomatic, have consistently held aloof

to raise the position of the English merchant in the eyes of the 
Japanese. Bearing in mind the prejudice against trade already 
alluded to, extreme care should be taken not to draw too marked 
a distinction between officialdom and commerce, to the dis-

WE are glad to hear that the cable for the British Indian 
Telegraph Company is already in course of manufacture, and 
that there is no doubt of its being ready for shipment by the 
time the Great astern has completed her impending task 
of laying the new French-American Transatlantic Cable. In 
July, 1868, while commenting on the refusal of the Govern 
ment to guarantee a direct submarine line to India, and on 
the reluctance of the promoters of the new Red Sea Cable to 
proceed without such a guarantee, we wrote :—“If they 
“would only be content, once for all, to abandon the idea of 
“a Government guarantee, and boldly launch their schem 
“on its own merits, they could not fail to meet with a satis- 
“factory response.” The prediction has been fully verified. 
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SIAM AND THE SHAN STATES. 

Amone Eastern monarchs there have been few better 
friends to civilisation and commerce than the late King of 
Siam, and it would be a serious misfortune should anything 
happen to interrupt the friendly relations that have sub- 
sisted between this country and Siam during his reign. Yet 
some news we have recently received seems to suggest the 
possibility of complications that would greatly imperil this 
good understanding. The King of Siam has on the north of 
his territory three Shan States or provinces—Zimmai, La- 
bong, and Lagong. These were formerly tributary to Bur- 
mah, but during a war carried on in another direction by the 
Burmese these States took advantage of a temporary free- 
dom from surveillance to revult and transfer their allegiance 
to Siam, whose ruler they have since acknowledged as their 
suzerain. But of late years, and especially since the French 
established themselves in Cochin China, annexed Cambodia, 
and ascended the river of that name which borders these 
States, their chieftains have shown renewed signs of restless- 
ness, in the form of a disposition to throw off their allegiance 
to Siam and place themselves under French protection, the 
pretext for their present attitude of disaffection, or pas- 
sive hostility to Siam, being an objection to consider 
themselves bound by any treaties entered into by Siam 
with foreign Powers. In this state of things we regret 
to hear that the Governor of British Burmah is sending an 
exploring party from Moulmein to Zimmai to survey the in- 
tervening country, without, as we understand, any previous 
communication with the King of Sram. The origin of this 
expedition is to be found in the failure of that to Bhamo, the 
Governor of British Burmah being now impressed with the 
belief that if any practicable trade route can be found, and 
a treaty of convention negotiated with the chiefs of these 
Shan States, trade may be carried on from Moulmein through 
this country to Kiang-tsen, a Burman Shan State on the Cam- 
bodia River, and by that stream to Kiang-hung on the Chinese 
frontier. Apart from the practicability of the scheme—in 
which we have little faith—it is evident that in thus treating 
with rebels we should be giving grave cause of offence to the 
King of Siam, besides running the risk of coming into col- 
lision with France, and thus precipitating the threatened an- 
nexation of these three States by that Power. It is to be 
hoped that the Foreign Office is fully cognisant of the pro- 
ceedings of the Governor of British Burmah, and will take 
care that he is not allowed to compromise us with our good 
ally, the King of Stam. 


Ir will be remembered that, in 1866, Captain TyLer, R.E., 
was despatched by the Government then in office to examine 
the route via Mont Cenis to Brindisi, with a view to ascer- 
taining its capabilities for the conveyance of the India 
and China mails. Captain TyLer’s report, while pointing 
out the defects of the transit, and the difficulties in the way 
of its adoption (which at that time were not a few) gave on 
the whole a highly favourable opinion on it, and pointed to 
its ultimate adoption as almost a matter of necessity. We 
observe that Captain TyLER is again at Brindisi, where he 
has been sent to examine the harbour, after which he will 
make a further inspection of the railway between that port 
and Susa. This fact may be accepted as evidence that the 
advantages of the new route are not likely to be ignored by 
the present Government, and that as soon as the minor diff- 
culties now in the way can be overcome there will be no 
unnecessary delay in its adoption. 


We learn that his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the 
Frenco has conferred the Order of a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour upon his Excellency the KaLanome, now 
Regent of Siam. Setting aside political considerations, this 
is a well-timed compliment, showing his Imperial Majesty’s 
estimation of the high functionary the honour has so worthily 
fallen upon, to whom all foreign subjects are equally indebted 
for the care of their interests and welfare. Some time since 
we heard that it was the intention of the British Government 
to similarly recognise his Excellency’s unceasing efforts in the 
cause of civilisation. We trust that this disposition still 
exists, as such a distinction could not but be appreciated by 
his Excellency. 
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WESTERN CHINA. 

THE agitation for opening a direct trade route from Ran- 
goon to Western China still continues, and we believe that 
the matter is now likely to receive the serious consideration 
of Her Masesty’s Government. It is quitetime. A memo- 
rial recently forwarded to the Treasury by the Wakefield 
Chamber of Commerce—which embodies a very able and 
elaborate exposition of the manifold advantages of Captain 
SpryeE's route, as compared with rival schemes, includes also 
a recapitulation of the memorials already sent in by other 
Chambers of Commerce, showing these to be no less than 
forty-seven in number. An ably written article that lately 
appeared in the Leeds Mercury throws the whole blame of 
the delay that has taken place on Sir StarrorpD NorTHcors, 
but in this we are unable to agree. The Indian Council is 
the incubus that is, and (so long as it is constituted as at 
present) always will be, a dead weight on all projects for the 
advancement of commercial enterprise. It is, in fact, a 
secret and irresponsible Council of fifteen retired members of 
the various Indian services, whose only idea of India is that 
it has been acquired, and is to be retained, for the special 
benefit of these services, and for no other earthly purpose. Of 
the fifteen, no less than ten are retired members of the In- 
dian Civil Service, three retired officers of the Indian Army, 
and the remaining two are retired judges of the Calcutta and 
Bombay Courts. A body more exclusively Indian in its 
composition cannot be imagined. There is no limit to their 
term of office ; they have a power, in some things, overriding 
even that of the Secretary of Strate for Inpia; they are 
prejudiced in favour of the old state of things, having been 
brought up to look to monopolies alone for revenue. From 
such a body as this how can we expect any concessions to the 
spirit of progress that goes hand-in-hand with free trade ? 
“India for the Indians” is their motto, but the time has 
come when home interests in India must be represented too. 
In these days of Reform—and of changes that are perhaps 
not always reforms—this curious anomaly can hardly escape 
attention ; but there is one satisfactory feature in the case— 
when change does come, it cannot possibly be for the worse. 


CHINESE CITIZENS IN AMERICA. 

THE improved position held by Chinese in the United 
States, under the Treaty recently concluded by Mr. BuRLING- 
HAMR, is likely to influence a fresh tide of immigration, and 
this tendency will be fostered by the great facilities of trans- 
port now provided by the Pacific Mail Company. The pro- 
bable influx of Chinese that may thus be anticipated be- 
comes a serious thing when viewed in connection with the 
recently-passed constitutional amendment, which accords the 
suffrage to all alike, without restriction as to race, creed, or 
nationality. It is apprehended th:t, should immigration set: 
in on a large scale, the Chinese would quickly swamp the 
white population of the Pacific States, and perhaps eventually 
of the whole Union. A New York contemporary remarks. 
that China could spare five, or ten, or twenty millions of 
people without missing them, and if even but a single million 
were to come over within the next two or three years, they 
would outnumber the population of all the States lying be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Ocean, and would, 
after going through the easy process of naturalisation, con- 
trol their politics and their destiny. It is but little en- 
couragement the Chinaman requires to come. With all the 
advantages and disabilities under which they labour in Cali- 
fornia, tens of thousands of them have emigrated there 
within the last ten years; and the growth of emigration 
has been in proportion to the increase in the facilities of 
transportation. The Chinese seem to make tolerably good 
citizens in the Australian colonies, but how they will behave 
in a country whose laws place all power absolutely in the 
hands of the majority, is a problem yet to be solved ; per- 
haps the solution is not so far off as it may appear. 





A Russian paper, the Goloss, states that an English com- 
pany has secured a concession, enabling them to lay a tele- 
graphic cable between the coast of China and the Russian 
harbour of Possiet, on the Gulf of Okhotsk. Wires are 
already laid down between Khabarovka, on the Amoor river, 
and Possiet harbour, so that it would only remain to unite 
the former town with Sretensk, which is in communication 
with the network of Russian telegraphs, to complete the 
chain of communication from Euyope to China by that north- 
ern route,

JUDGMENT OF THE LORDS OF THE JUDICIAL COMMITTEE ON THE APPEAL 
OF RODGER V. THE COMPTOIR D'ESCUMPTE DE PARIS AND OTHERS. 


This was an action of trover brought by the respondents against the 
appellants in the Supreme Court of Hong Kong for 355 bales of mer- 
ecadive which were shipped in London for Hong Kong on board a 
vessel called the Min, by the direction of George Lyall and Charles 
Frederick Still, of London, deliverable to Lyall, Still, and Co., or their 
assigns, according to the bills of lading, of which the respondents be- 
came the transferees. The appellants were the owners of the Min. 
They pleaded a denial of the conversion, and also a denial that the 
goods were the goods of the plaintiffs (the respondents) as alleged. 


The case was tried at Hong Kong before the Chief Justice and a 
special jury, and a verdict was found for the plaintiffs for the amount 
of the value of the goods. A motion was afterwards made to have 
this verdict set aside and a nonsuit entered, pursuant to leave reserved 
at the trial, on the ground that the plaintiffa had not proved that they 
were indorsees of the bills of lading for valuable consideration without 
notice so as to pass property, or that a new trial should be directed on 
this and other grounds of objection. An order was made that the 
motion be refused with costs. 

This appeal was brought for the purpose of having this order and 
the verdict found for the plaintiffs set aside, and’ judgment of nonsuit 
entered or a new trial directed. The proceedings were fully reported 
in our issue of the 22nd ult. 

It appears on the Chief Justice’s notes of the evidence of the plain- 
tiffs, that the goods in question were purchased from merchants at 
Manchester, in the autumn of 1866, by George [yall and Charles 
Frederick Still, of London, for their firm at Hony Kong, which traded 
there under the style of Lyall, Still, and Co. Mr. George Frederick 
Maclean was the resident partner and manager at Hong Kong. One 
parcel of these goods was purchased from B. Liebert and Co., on a ten 
months’ credit, which was the usual course in such transactions as 
between Manchester and Hong Kong merchants. It was part of 
the contract that remittances of proceeds of sales should be made 
from Hong Kong to meet the acceptances of George Lyall and 
Charles Frederick Still, given for the price of the goods, on re- 
ceipt of the bills of lading. The second parcel was purchased from 
Samuel Mendel on a nine months’ credit, with a stipulation of a similar 
character as to remittances. The third parcel was purchased from Cal- 
vert and Co. on a six months’ credit, without any special stipulation. 
The object of the long credit was to give ample time for realising pro- 
ceeds, so as to make remittances according to agreement. 

When the time arrived for forwarding the goods from Manchester, 
Lyall and Still, of London, employed Killick, Martin and Co. as ship- 
ping agents there, to secure tonnage in the Min, which was then on 
the berth for Hong Kong.” When this was secured, Lyall and Still 
directed the vendors at Manchester to forward the goods to Killick, 
Martin, and Co., for shipment in the Min; and they also directed 
Killick, Martin, and Co. to receive the goods so to be forwarded to 
them simply for the purpose of the shipment. In accordance with 
these instructions the goods were packed and marked at Manchester 
ready for shipment, and were sent up to Killick, Martin, and Co., 
with whom Lyall and Still had contracted for the carriage from Man- 
chester to Hong Kong. ll the charges were included in one through 
freight. The goods were shipped on board the J/in; bills of lading 
for them, deliverable to Lyall, Still, and Co., or their assigns, were 
signed by the master, and were handed over to Lyall and Still, who 
accepted the draft of the vendors for the price in each case. 

Before this period the firm at Hong Kong was in a failing condition ; 
their deficit was about 4 lacs of dollars, and in November their condi- 
tion had not improved. At the end of November and beginning of 
December Maclean had bill transactions with the respondents (two 
banking firms at Hong Kong), by which he got large advances on the 
undertaking to furnish shipping documents for silk cargoes, to be 
ready for the mail of Dec. 15 from Hong Kong. On the 13th Dec. the 
transactions of the firm were at a stand ; they had ceased to make 
purchases or shipments of tea or silk as theretofore ; they were under 
the necessity of returning bills of their correspondents, and had re- 
fused payment of their acceptances to the amount of 150,000 dols. 
This was well known at the time in Hong Kong. 

On the 14th December, Mr. Kaiser, the manager of one of the two 
banks, addressed a letter to Lyall, Still and Co., requiring them to 
furnish, in the cours: of the day, the shipping documents according to 
their undertaking ; to which Mr. Maclean replied that they were un- 
fortunately unable to comply with this request. On the 17th Dee. 
Mr. Kaiser wrote another letter, insisting on getting the documents or 
& return of the advance made on the faith of the undertaking to fur- 
nish them, and he concludes his letter in these words :—“I must ask 
your immediate attention to this matter, and beg to warn you that 
my now offering to receive back the money obtained by you must not 
be looked upon as in any way binding me to treat the matter as one 
of debt, as I shall hold myself perfectly at liberty to deal with the 
matter as one of a much more serious character than a mere debt, if it 
be not at once satisfactorily arranged.” 

Mr. Kaye, the resident manager of the other bank, had had a con- 
versation with Mr. Maclean in reference to the refusal of Lyall, Still, 
and Co. to pay their acceptances. He also became impatient and 
urgent for an arrangement, on account of the advance made by his 
bank. The two banks then combined, and Maclean was pressed, as he 
could not give them the documents he promised, to yive them all he 
had. He was asked, what can you give ua? He made out a memo- 
randum which he handed to Mr. Pollard, the counsel for the banks, in 
order that he might prepare a formal assignment. This was prepared, 
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and was executed, on the 22nd of December, by Mr. Maclean in the 
name of the firm, which was at this time insolvent, with liabilities 
uncovered to the amount of 8 lacs of dollars. 

The assignment states the consideration of it to be, first, a debt of 
80,714 dolz. 28¢. owing by Lyall, Still and Co. to one of the banks, 
and of 50,000 dols. to the other; next, the agreement to furnish bills 
and shipping documents, upon the faith of which the advances were 
made, which constituted the debts to the banks and the release of all 
claim upon the part of the banks in respect of this agreement. It 
then proceeds to make over to the banks, “the whole of the property, 
premises, and chattels specified in the schedule at the foot. with all 
the estate, right, title, interest, claim or demand of Lyall, Still and 
Co. therein or thereto, or arising thereout or therefrom. It further 
provides tor doing all acts that might be required to give full and 
formal effect for securing and perfecting the assignment. In the 
schedule the firat item is a share in the Hong Kong Club. There 
are other items of shares in various insurance companies; an 
equity of redemption, and two items in these words:—‘“ All goods 
and bills of lading or other documents for all goods now on the 
way hither to arrive in December, 1866, or January, 1867. All 
goods, or documents for goods. alluded to in a telegram dated 9th 
November, 1866, from London partners to Hong Kong firm, received. 
by steamer Clan Alpine, via Calcutta, in the words, ‘are shipping 
more goods; shirtings thirteen six, shipment remitted ;’ and all 
goods or documents for goods purchased and shipped and now on the 
way hither.” 

The documents arrived on the 27th Deeember, 1866, and Ist Ja- 
nuary, 1867, including the bills of lading for the goods shipped in the 
Min. These were indorsed, and handed over by Mr. Maclean (together 
with the policies on the goods) to Mr. Kaiser, in performance of the 
agreement in the assignment. After the arrival of the Afin at Hong 
Kong, a demand was made on the part of the unpaid vendors, by 
persons authorised on their behalf, to claim possession of the goods, 
and this demand was acceded to on behalf of the owners of the Min. 
Subsequently the respondents, as transferees and holders of the bills 
of lading, made a like demand, which was refused. 

In order to decide between the rival claimants two questions have 
to be answered :— 

First. Did the transitus terminate before the demand was made on 
behalf of the appellants ? 

Secondly. Was the transfer of the bills of lading made to the re- 
spondents for valuable consideration, and without notice of auch cir- 
cumstances as rendered them not fairly and honestly assignable, and 
so as to transfer to the respondents a property in their goods freed and 
discharged from the proprietary lien of the unpaid vendors? 

The general rule ia that, where goods are sold to be sent to a parti- 
cular destination named by the vendee, the right of the unpaid vendor 
to stop them continues until they arrive and are delivered there ac- 
cording to the bills of lading. The ¢ransitus continue whilst they 
are in the charge of some third party contracted with as carrier for 
the purpose of forwarding them, and who has them in charge simply 
for this purpose. It may suffice to refer to the recent case of Berna- 
don v. Strong (4 L. R, Eq. 481). The documents in evidence, as well 
as the oral testimony in the present case, establish beyond doubt that 
Hong Kong was the destination agreed upon between vendors and 
vendee ; and the other parties who intervened for the purpose of 
having the goods forwarded to their destination had them in charge for 
this purpose only. Their lordships, therefore. entertain no doubt that 
the transitus had not ended before the arrival at Hong Kong. 

The second is the real question in the case. The respondents con- 
tend that they gave value for the bills of lading; that they had no 
notice of any special terms of agreement between the vendors aad 
vendees of which they say that they were not informed, and as to 
which they also say that they were not bound to make inquiry. The 
managers of the banks (Messra. Kaiser and Kaye), were not ex- 
amined as witnesses at the trial; but it plainly appears on the evidence 
adduced by the plaintiffs (the respondents) that the insolvency of 
Lyall, Still, and Co. was known to the bauks at the time of the assign- 
ment, and it is but reasonable to suppose that they were quite familiar 
with what also, on the same evidence. appears to be the usage of trade 
as between Manchester and Hong Kong (see Newsome v Thornton, 
6 East, 19). At the time the bills of lading were handed over to them 
no money was advanced, no benefit was couferred or promised on the 
faith of these securities. They were transferred simply (as stated in 
the evidence of the plaintiffs) in performance of the agreement in the 
assignment. We have, therefore, to refer to the assiynment itself to 
see what was the interest in these bills of lading that was agreed to be 
transferred, as part of what was assigned for the consideration ex- 
pressed. 

The general rule, so clearly stated and explained by Lord St. Leo- 
nards in the case of Manzles v. Dixon (3 H. of L. C. 702), is that the 
assignee of any eecurity stands in the same position as the assignor as 
to the equities arising upou it. This as a general rule was not dis- 
puted, but it was contended tbat the case of a bill of lading is excep- 
tional, and must be dealt with on special grounds. Doubtless, the 
holder of an endorsed bill of lading may in the course of commercial 
dealing transfer a greater right than he himself has ; the exception ig 
founded on the negotiable quality of the document. It is contined to 
the case where the person who transfers the right is himself in actual and 
authorised possession of the document. and the transferee gives value 
on the faith of it, without having notice of any circumstance which 
would render the transaction neither fair nor honest. In snch a case, 
if the vendor is unpaid, one of two innocent parties must suffer by the 
act of a third; and it is reasonable that he who by misplaced confi- 
dence has enabled such third pereon to occasion the loss should sus- 
tain it (Lickbarrow v. Mason, 2'T.R, 70). But in this case, at the 
time of the assignment, Maclean had not possession of the documents ; 
nothing was advanced on the faith of them. There is merely a general 
description of documents expected to arrive, without knowing their 
contents or how far they might be limited or qualified. The property 
of the firm in the goods expected was not only subject to special sti- 
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 eaganye in the contracts of sale in the case of two of the three parcels, 
at was also subject in all the three to the lien of the unpaid vendors. 
And can it be contended that before Maclean got porsession of the 
documents, when his firm was in a condition of undoubted insolvency, 
and the terms of the documents were not disclosed, there was con- 
veyed to the respondents by this assignment the benefit of a prospec- 
tive breach of trust and violation of contract? There is not a word 
in the instrument that could be held to convey a greater interest than 
the assignors had. The power they might afterwards acquire of com- 
mitting a fraud upon the vendors is not ‘‘ property, estate, interest, 
claim, or demand, legal or equitable.” ‘‘It is,” says Sir Edward Coke, 
“a general rule that whensoever the words of a deed or of the parties 
without deed may have a double intendment, and the one standeth 
with law and right, and the other is wrongful and against law, the in- 
tendment that standeth with law shall be taken.” (Co. Litt., 42 a.) 
Constructio kgis non facit injuriam ; as it is pithily said in the pas- 
sage from the Touchstone referred to by Sir Roundell Palmer in his 
able argument: ‘‘The law in its genuine construction prefers a less 
estate by right to a larger estate by wrong.” 

The rule that words shall be construed most strongly against him who 
uses them gives place to a higher rule; higher because it has a moral 
element, that the construction shall not be such as to work a wrong. 


The lien of the unpaid vendor is allowed by law for the very purpose of 


protecting him against the insolvency of the vendee ; and the assign- 
ment in this case, which left the assignors in insolvency, even if it 
could be said that it did not find them s0, would be sufficient to origi- 
nate the very right, which according to the argument for the respon- 
dents, it is also sufficient to extinguish. 

In the case of Spalding v. Ruding (6th Beav., 376), the vendor's 
right was asserted as against property which had go far passed into the 
hands of the consignee that he was enabled by mortgage of the bills 
of lading to pass the interest in the goods to the extent of that mort- 
gage ; the right of stoppage im transitu was upheld as against the sur- 
plus. in preference to a claim of the mortgagee to apply it to liquidate 
the balance of a general account. This (as Vice-Chancellor Wood ob- 
serves in the case already referred to on the question of transitus) was 


in some degree an extension of what was supposed to be the right of 


the consignor, and it shows the desire to give this right a full and 
equitable protection. 

Doubtless the vendor's claim cannot prevail against the claim of a 
transferee for value given on the faith of a negotiable security fairly 
and honestly taken ; to the extent to which he has go given value he 
has a prior claim. But the rule is founded on the reason of it, as 
already explained ; cessante ratione, cessat ipsa lex. Where there is 
no advance made or value given upon the faith of the documents ; 
where the object is simply by a sweeping clause to gather in whatever 
may be got to recoup the creditor of a debtor who had become insgol- 
vent, for an improvident advance made upon the faith of a totally 
different security; where, upon the true construction of the assign- 
ment, no interest passed that would place the assignee in a better 
position than the assignor, and the bills of lading which subsequently 
came to hand were transferred expressly in performance of the agree- 
ment in this assignment and without other consideration whatsoever, 
it appears to their lordships that such a transfer so made, and under 
such circumstances, cannot be held sufficient to defeat the vendor's 


Their lordships therefore are of opinion that the Chief Justice ought 
to have nonsuited the plaintiffs, inasmuch as, upon their evidence, it 
did not appear that they had acquired a property in the goods sufficient 
to sustain the action of trover for the conversion alleged, which took 
place after the assertion of the right of stoppage. They will therefore 
recommend Her Majesty that the order appealed against should be set 
aside, together with the verdict found for the respondents, and that a 
judgment of a nonsuit should be entered.

IN BE GEORGE LYALL. 


On the 19th of June last Mr. George Lyall obtained leave from the 
Judicial Committee to enter and prosecute his appeal from the aia 
cation in bankruptcy, on the 23rd of May, 1867, in the Supreme Court 
of Hong Kong, whereby, it will be recollected, the three partnera, 
George Lyall, Charles Frederic Still, and George Francis Maclean, 
constituting the firm of Lyall, Still, and Co. in Hong Kong, were ad- 
jadged bankrupt. 

Mr. Lyall wishes to set aside the bankruptcy in Hong Kong as 
against himself, and is prosecuting bis appeal with that view. ‘The pre- 
sent application was for liberty to add the names of the assignees in 
bankruptcy in Hong Kong as parties respondent to the petition of ap- 


Some difficulty arose in consequence of 2 change in the azsignees, 
and the petition omitting to state the names proposed to be added, but 
ultimately leave was given to add the name of Mr. F. S. Huffum, 
with liberty to amend if it should tarn out that he was not the official 
assignee. 

The facts in connection with this appeal appear to be these :—Mr. 
Lyall was in England at the time of the adjudication of bankraptcy 
in Hong Kong, and never personally surrendered there, but he sent 
out a power of attorney authorising a declaration of insolvency or 
bankruptcy to be made in his name, and other acts, having in view 
the winding up of the affuirs of the firm. 

Before this power could have reached Hong Kong proceedings in

DURHAM ASSIZES. 


A CHINA CLIPPER CAPSIZED IN SUNDERLAND DOCK.—HAY AND OTHERS 
Vv. THE RIVER WEAR COMMISSIONERS. 


(Before Mr. Justice Brett.) 


This action was brought by the plaintiffs to recover compensation 
for damage done to the Cvral Nymph (the well-known China clipper), 
on the 22nd of January last, which capsized in No. 1 graving dock at 
Sunderland, owing, it was alleged, to defendants’ negligence. 

Mr. Manisty, Q.C., and Mr. Shields appeared for the plaintiffs ; and 
Mr. Quain, Q.C., and Mr. Kemplay for the defendants. 

The evidence for the plaintiffs went to show that Mr. Simpson, the 
dockmaster, took charge of docking and undocking ships, and that he 
had been cautioned on several occasions to put sixty tons of coals, 
which had been purchased by the plaintiffs, on board, betore attempt- 
ing to take the Coral Nymph out of the dock. He had, however, only 
put fonrteen tons on board, and, on the water being admitted to the 
dock, the ship capsized. In cross-examination, however, it came out 
that ships were taken out and in the dock by men employed for the 
purpose by either the owners of the veesel or shipwrights, and that the 
dockmaster merely gave a general superintendence. 

For the defendants, Mr. Simpson was called, and he stated that on 
the night previous to the accident he had told Captain Winchester, 
master of the Coral Nymph, that the coals ordered had not arrived. 
The latter said she must come out, coals or no coals, the following 
morning, and that they could steady her with the booms and the top- 
sail halyards. Fourteen tons of coals were put on board, the remainder 
of the sixty tons not having arrived. The booms, however, could not 
be got into the dock, buta rope was run out from the topsailyard to a 
block on a quay. This, however, gave way, and led, according to Mr. 
Sim pson’s statement, to the ship canting. 


His Lordship having summed up, the jury returned a verdict for the 
defendants.

By day you will have drawing-rooms, where, on the 
most yielding of sofas and fuauteuils, you may lounge the daylight 
hours away over books. When hunger calls, you may repair to a 
sumptuous salle a manger, aud ata fixcd tariff regale yourself with 
the choicest viands of the season—especially the rich wild game of the 
western forests — made yet more palatable by genuine chateaux 
Margaux or Chablis, or the purc young wines of the Californian hill- 
sides. No comfort to be found in the best American hotels is to be 
absent. If you emerge from your carriage at a quiet far western sta- 
tion, it will be rather to admire the primeval landscape, and takea 
glimpse of the recent settlements, than to gobble down a half-cooked 
dinner in a quarter of the time necessary to its consumption. - You 
will have all the delights of the Atlantic voyage without its distreases ; 
and you may actually write your great work of travel, which is to give 
Europe new light on the western world, en route. And the expense of 
travelling thus luxuriously will be less than it now costs the poor emi- 
grant to make his weary way across the seemingly boundless plains. 

Tue CotontaL Soctety.— I'he inaugural dinner of the Colonial So- 
ciety is to take place on the 10th instant, at Willis's Rooms; the 
president of the Society, Viscount Bury, will take the chair. Amon; 
those who have promised to be present are the Prime Minister and 
Earl Granville, the Secretary for the Colonies. The society has been 
formed with the special objects of protecting the interests of our colo- 
nial possessions, and of affording means of intercommunication be- 
tween persons especially interested in those places. 

A Letrer recently addresscd to Le Nord from St. Petersburg state’ 
that a Chincse deputation is expected in the Russian capital, coming 
with the object of soliciting the concession of a railway extending the 
Russian system to the borders of the Chinese Empire. 

At the Levée which took place on Friday, the 5th inst, Mr. P. J- 
Hughes, H.B.M. Congul at Kiukiang, was presented to Her Majesty 
by font Clarendon. 
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The appeal to the Privy Council against the decision of the Hong 
Kong Supreme Court in the Min case has been decided against 
the respondents with costs. A petition to set aside the bank- 
ruptcy of Mr. George Lyall is now before the Judicial Committee. 

Mr. H. G. Gordon has resigned his seat at the board of the Cey- 
lon Company (Limited), the directors of which, on accepting the 
resignation, expressed their “unabated confidence in his honour 
and integrity.” 

A further call of £5 per share has been made by the officia) 
liquidators of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan. 

The Master of the Rolls has sanctioned the payment of a first 
dividend of 12s. 6d. in the pound to the creditors of the China 
Steamship and Labuan Coal Company (Limited), and the same 
will be payable by the liquidators, at the offices of Messrs. Har- 
ding, Whinney, Gibbons, and Co., on the Ist of March. 

The unsatisfactory state of the trade of Lancashire leads to the 
repeated announcement of small failures. The stoppage of Mr. 
George Black, a manufacturer, has been notified. A meeting was 
held also of the creditors of Mr. W.S. Sawyer, a yarn agent, with 
liabilities for £13,720, and assets £7,890. In the case of Messrs, 
R. Watson and Co., of Church, near Accrington, and of Warring- 
ton, it is feared the liabilities will reach about £100,000. The 
assets will depend upon the realisation of debts, &c. 

Manchester advices announce the stoppage of Mr. John Pen- 
nington, spinner and manufacturer, of Colne, with liabilities 
estimated at £55,000, and assets at £25,000. At an adjourned 
meeting of the creditors of Messrs. John Sparrow and Co. it was 
resolved to accept a composition of 6s. 8d.in the pound, a pre- 
vious offer of 5s. being refused. 

The failure of Messrs. Adam and Oo., of Glasgow, Batavia mer- 
chants, for £70,000, has been announced, and it is stated that a 
considerable portion of their liabilities will fall on Manchester. 

According to a document just issued in Madrid, the production 
of sugar in the Philippine Islands, which in 1858 was 557,000 
piculs, and in 1859 832,000, was in 1867 about 1,300,000 piculs, 
and in 1868, 1,650,000. About half the latter quantity came to 
England. In 1868, in addition to sugar, the Philippines exported 
465,000 piculs of hemp, 47,000 of coffee, and large quantities of 
indigo, hides, cigars, &c. 

At the meeting of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company, the report recommending a dividend of 10 per cent. for 
the year was adopted. The retiring directors (Sir D. Gooch and 
Mr. John Pender) were re-elected. It was stated the company 
had in hand contracts for 7,200 miles of cable. 

Mr. Thomas B, Green, whose circular announcing that he has 
established himself as a public tea inspector we have already 
noticed, has issued a second circular (dated 84, Great Tower- 
street, E.C.), announcing that he is now prepared to characterise 
and value, as well as to inspect, parcels of tea. 

A moderate amount of Mexican dollars (including’those brought 
by the West India packet), has been disposed of at 593d., being 
an advance of $d. upon the last rate. Lar silver is flat, the de_ 
mand for India having for the moment subsided. 

The amount of bullion by the F. and 0. Company’s stcamer 
Ripon, from Southampton, on the 20th instant, was—in gold, to 
Bombay, £18,350 ; to Madras, £9,151; to Calcutta, £4,985 ; in 
silver, to Bombay, '£15,930; to Singapore, £24,400; to Hong 
Kong, £24,740:; to Shangai, £17,440 ; total in gold, £32,486 ; in 
silver, £82,510. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Bangalore, on the 6th inst., was—in gold, to Galle, £1,116; to 
Bombay, £11,000; to Madras, £16,817; in silver—to Bombay, 
£4,000; to Singapore, £14,891; to Hong Kong, £24,944; to 
Shanghai, £36,840 ; to Yokohama, £1,820—total in gold, £28,933 ; 
in silver, £82,495. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

After a considerable delay the Board of Trade Returns for the 
month and twelve months ended 31st December, 1868, have been 
issued. The following shows the exports of British and Irish pro- 
duce and manufactures for December in the last three years :— 
December, 1866, £14,914,563 ; December, 1867, £13,252,593 ; 
December, 1868, £14,638,990. It will be seen from the foregoing 
that in December the export trade experienced a revival whereby 
it nearly regained the level ncticed in December, 1866. The an- 
nexed statement of the exports for the entire twelve months, how- 
ever, shows that even with this recovery the aggregate of 1867 was 
not quite regained, while, compared with the year 1866, the past 
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year showed a falling offof about nine and a-half millions sterling 
—a falling off, however, more noticeable in values than in quan- 
tities. The figures stand as follows:—Twelve months 1866, 
£188,917,536; twelve months 1867, £180,961,923 ; twelve months 
1868, £179,463,644 ; showing, with regard to 1868, a reduction of 
about } per cent. from the total of the preceding year, and of about 
5 percent. from 1866. Although business was without animation, 
much “general steadiness prevailed, none of its branches showing 
any wide variation. Thus the principal instances of decrease have 
been cotton yarns, 1 per cent. (but with an increase of 3 per cent. 
in quantity); cotton manufactures, 54 per cent. (with an increase 
of nearly 5 per cent. in quantity); hardware, 24 per cent.; beer 
and ale, 24 per cent. ; coal, about 3 per cent. ; linen yarn, 6 per 
cent. ; linen manufactures, 5 per cent. (with an increase in quan- 
tity of about 3 per cent.), and woollen manufactures about 3 

er cent. (with an increase in quantity of about 12 per cent.). 

n the iron trade the value of our shipments has been about 
fifteen millions, which is almost exactly the same as in 1867 
Silk manufactures show an increase of 5 per cent., and in the large 
number of articles classed as “ unenumerated,” and which amount 
in value to nine millions, there has likewise been an increase of 5 
per cent. ; 

With regard to the import trade, a distinct revival was observ- 
able in November, that being the latest date to which, owing to 
the disgraceful delays in the Statistical or other departments, the 
values of imports are given. The following are the figures :— 
November, 1866, £18,967,881 ; November, 1867, £16,748,563 ; No- 
vember, 1868, £20,079,214. For the eleven months ended 30th 
November the figures exhibit the following totals: —18 
£225,236,103 ; 1867, £208,526,055; 1868, £217,520365. For 
December, 1868, the gvantities of imports are given, and here the 
chief feature is the increase in cotton, as shown below :—Decem- 
ber, 1866, 1,040,305 ewts.; December, 1867, 1,119,732 cwts. ; 
December, 1868, 1,584,482 cwts.

THE TEA TRADE. 

The following farther communication from Mr. Sillar regarding the tea 
trade is well worthy of attention. Thesubject is one that wants ventilat- 
ing. It appears to us that if shippers of tea in China and importers of 
the article in London knew a little more than they do of the ‘‘ tricks of 
the trade,” they would experience less difficulty thun at present in un- 
derstanding how it is that ‘‘tea shipments do not pay.” Importers 
are at present the victims of a thoroughly vicious syatem, which must 
be broken up sooner or later—the sooner the better; and all who 
raise their voices to demand the needful reform will do service in a 
good cause. 

S1r,— While thanking you for having allowed the attention of the . 

trade to be directed by means of your columns to the want of early and 
correct statistical information, I now beg leave to trespass still further 
upon your space to lay before those interested one or two of the abuses 
known under the name of ‘‘ Trade Customs,” which have silently crept 
in, and are slowly, but certainly, undermining and destroying this 
important and once prosperous branch of the China trade. 

I allude, firstly, to the practice of allowing the buyer 1} per cent. 
upon the purchase money. Thus, if the buyer pays for any teas before 
the expiration of three months from the date of urchase, he can claim 
usury at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum for the number of days to 
run before the expiration of the prompt. The practice of the trade is 
for the seller to hold the warrants until the buyer hands him a cheque 
for the amount, when he gives them over to the buyer. Now what 
right has the buyer to claim usury for bis money when the seller gets 
none for his tea? I presume that originally the buyer was not called 
upon to pay for his purchases if he could not conveniently do so, for 
three months, as an act of grace. Now he claims usury at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum if he pays before that time. 

Secondly.—The importer receives payment for from 2 to 4 per cent. 
Jess weight than he actually gives according to the Queen's weighta, 
and upon which duty is charged by Government. These may appear 
small matters, but they amount to no less a sum in sterling money 
than £600,000 to £700,000, which is taken every season from the im- 
porters and given to the dealers. 

There are many more abuses in the trade, such as the ‘‘knock out” 
or ‘‘jobbing” system pursued at the public sales, which call for reform, 
and which tell severely against the importer, so much go that he hag 
now become not only the servant of the buyer, but actually his slave. 
In hopes that these matters may be taken up by my fellow brokers, 
whose duty it is to hold the acajes of justice between buyer and teller,
